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THEY HAVE NOT YET FLED 


THE INDICTED ALDERMEN OF 1884 
ALL AT HOME. 
RX-ALDERMAN JAEHNE CHEERFUL IN THE 
TOMBS—HE THINKS HE WILL COME 

OUT RIGHT. 


It would be untrue to say that the con- 
viction of Alderman Henry W. Jaehne was any- 
thing else than a surprise to most of the persons 
who followed his trial. When both the prosecu- 
tion and the defense had rested, and when 
neither side had summed up, it was easy to find 
ih the Oyer and Terminer Court room per- 
fons willing to wager that the only result 
of the trial would be either an acquittal ora dis- 
agreement of the jury. Yet not oneof the per- 
sons offering thus to wager had any doubt of 
the guilt of Jaehne orof the other Aldermen 
who are accused, with him, of frittering away 
the interests of the city for the benefit of them- 
selves. “ Of course,” was the remark of the 
eourt room frequenters, “there is a moral cer- 
tainty that Jaehne and the other fellows 
took bribes, but there is no legal proof, 
and the jury must either acquit Jaehne 
or disagree about him, for lack of legal evi- 
dence.” But when Judge Barrett had delivered 
his charge, and had deciared that there was no 
middie course for the jury between a declara- 
tion that Inspector Byrnes aud his subordinates 
had committed perjury or that Jaehne was guilt- 
less, n0 bets could be procured that a conviction 
would not happen. Even the reporters, who had 
closely followed the case and had offered to bet 
Jaehne that he would be acquitted, lapsed into 
quietude. And when the jury brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty no one in the court room was 
shocked. 

Everything being taken into consideration, the 
result of the trial was accepted as a vindication 
of honesty as against political corruption anda 
personal bad faith. 

The jury that convicted Jaehne was impaneled 
after four days of hard work on the part of 
District Attorney Martine and his assistants, 
and the counsel for the defense. The actual 
time consumed in impaneling the jury was 28 
hours. On Monday, the first day, five jurors were 


secured, and on Tuesday the jury box was filled 
for the first time. Tnen the work of depopulat- 
gthejury box was begun by District Attorney 
Martine, and before the close of the day the 
rst, eleventh, second, fourth, and. tenth 
pore had been chailenged. Their places were 
lled, and on Wednesday seven other jurors 
were challenged, the fourth juryman’s place 
being filled three times. On Thursday eight 
jurors were challenged. At 6 o’clock in the 
evening both prosecution and defense were 
tisfied with the jury. The jury box had 
een filled 21 times. The prosecution had 
ehallenged eight times, the defense nine times, 
and Judge Barrett three times, Of the orivinal 
weed ed the third, fifth, and seventh were al- 
owed to remain unchallenged. The fourth juror 
was challenged six times, the second, eighth, 
end twelfth three times each, the tenth twice, 
andthe ninth and eleventh once each. Three 
panels of jurors were drawn, the first two being 
of 150 names each and theithird of 100names. Of 
400 persons drawn 245 answered to their names 
in court. About 350names were read from the 
wheel. 
SOME RESULTS OF THE VERDICT. 

The conundrums asked in places of public re- 
gort yesterday were: “How many of the in- 
dicted Aldermen will skip now that Jaehne bas 
been convicted and is resting ata way station 


on the road to Sing Sing Prison?” and, ‘* How 

many of the indicted Aldermen will be surren- 

dered by their bondsmen to-morrow morning, 

eed that it looks so much like an exodus of 
oodiemen to Canada?” 

The conviction of Alderman Henry W. Jaebne 
upon the indictment charging him with having 
received a bribe of $20,000 for bis vote in favor 
of the Broadway Surface Railway Company was 
pomething that everybody talked about, and it 
may be presumed that Alderman Thomas Cleary, 
ex-Aldermen Michael-Duffy, Patrick Farley, Ar- 
tbur J. McQuade, Johu O'Neil, Henry L. Sayles, 
William P. Kirk, Frederick Finck, James Pear- 

no, Thomas Sheils, Charlies H. Reilly, Francis 

eCabe, Louis Wendel, Ludolph A. Fullgraff, 
and William H. Miller groaned over it. 

Two of the boodie Aldermen, McLoughlin and 
Kenney, are dead, but their families had some- 
thing unpleasant to ponder over when thinking 
of Jaehne’s fate. 

Hugh J. Grant and John C. O’Connor, Jr., 
who were members of the 1884 board, but who 
voted against the granting ot the franchise to 

dacob Sharp, bad reason to thank their stars 
that they were honest men when the boodle car- 
riers floated around the infamvuus board of two 
years ago. 

It 1s safe to suppose that ex-Alderman Robert 
E. De Lacy and Charies Dempsey shook hands 
over a bottle of wine in Montreal and congratu- 
lated themselves upon being outside the juris- 
diction of the United States when they received 
the intelligence that Jaehne had been convicted. 
Perbaps ex-Alderman Thomas Rothman, in far- 
away Germany, drank another glass of beer to 
the health of Bismarck and was glad that‘an 
ocean separated him from Sing Sing. What ex- 
Alderman Charlies B. Waite, the informer, 
thought of his work no one could guess. 

District Attorney Martine and his assistants 
and Inspector Thomas Byrnes were proud of 
their victory over Jaehne’s array of counsel, and 
ehecked Jaebne’s name off their lists. John 
Grabam, Richard 8S. Newcombe, Gen. Roger A. 
Pryor, Peter Mitchell, and John B. Toner, who 
gpveared for Jaehne, denounced the conviction 
and said that it will not stand when the case is 

ussea upon by a higher court. They scouted the 
dea that Jaehne was convicted upon the evidence 
presented by the pessecusion and cay bis own 
testimony, and they urged that the jury was 
swayed by the popular cry of **Why don't you 
convict a boodie Alderman?” These lawyers 
will now endeavor to undo what the jury ac- 
complished. Mr. Martine says that they cannot 
undo it; that the conviction will stand, and that 
within a brief period Jaehne will wear the coa- 
exe of a convict within the walls of Sing Sing 

rison, 

Alderman Jaehne was convicted under the 
first count of the indictment, which is based 
wpon section 72 of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure. Tne section reads as follows: 

*“*A judicial officer, or person who executes any of 
the functions of a public officer not designated in 
tities Vi. and VIL. of the code, or person employed by 

r acting for the State, or for any public officer in the 

usiness of the State, who asks. receives, or agrees to 
receive a bribe or any money, property, or value of 
any kind. or any promise or agreement therefor, upon 
any agreement or understanding that his vore, opin- 
fon, jucgment, action, or decision, or other official pro- 
ceeding, shal! be influenced thereby, or that be will do 
or omit any act or proceeding, or in any way negiect or 
violate any official duty,is punishable by imprison- 
ment for not more than 10 years, or by fine of not 
more than $5,000, or both. A conviction also forfeits 
pny office held by the offender. and forever disqualifies 

im from holding any public office under the State.” 

It will therefore be seen that Alderman 
Jaehne, who will probably be arraigned in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer before Justice 
Barrett this morning for sentence, may be 
gentenced to imprisonment for 10 years, or any 
number of years less than 10, or be compelled to 

ay a fine of $5,000 or any part of that sum, or 
= sentenced to imprisonment and to pay a fine. 
The jury was not discharged by Justice Barrett 
when they rendered their verdict at 1:10 yester- 
day morning, and will be in their box in court 
this morning. Then they will receive the thanks 
of the court and be discharged. 

JAEHNE IN THE TOMBS. 

When Jaehne reached the Tombs after his con- 
viction it was nearly 2 0’clock yesterday morn- 
jng. Night Warden Jobn Orr was startled from 
his reveries by the ringing of the bell at the gate. 
He was surprised to see Jaehne in the custody 
of two Veputy Sheriffs and to learn that the 

lderman had been convicted. Jaehne was 

ken to cell No. 17, ia the condemned row, on 
the ground floor. The prisoner did not exhibit 
any signs of emotion except when he men- 
¢ioned the fact that his wife and children 
would be horror-stricken when they learned 
his fate. He lay down upon the cot in the ceil, 
and from sheer exhaustion fell asleep. He 
awoke at an early hour and sent for the newspa- 

rs, 80 that he might read what had been writ- 

n concerning him. Then his breakfast was 
gent to him, but he hadjnoappetite. A fewof his 
oid neizbbors called to see him during the morn- 
ang, while the religious services in the corridor 
were in progress. hese neighbors, like a host 
of others, believe in Jaehne whether he is guilty 
or innocent of the crime charged against him. 
In some way he has endeared fimecit to them, 
and they stand by bim through good and evil 
feport. 

When a reporter of THE Times visited the 
Tombs Jaehne was in his cell taking a nap. He 
was awakeved, and said that he was so fatigued 
by tne strain upon him during the past week 

hat he felt as though he could sleep for a week. 

e was in good trim when he got himself in 

adiness to see the reporter, and looked freer 
from care than he did while in the court-room. 

is complexion was clear and his eyes bright, 
and he was attirea as neatly as though ready for 
% promenade in Fiftb-avenue. His voiee was 
lear, and he geeeted the porte in a pleasant 
way. Hedid not seem to cast down or dis- 
feartened, nor was he bold or defiant. He was 
As modest as ever and as courteous.

“Don’t you think you were convicted upon 
the evidence ?” 

“Certainly not. Of course I was not convict- 
ed upon the evidence! There were several 
reasons, in my opinion, why the jury rendered a 
verdict against me, but none of the reasons was 
because the eviden:'e was sufficient to convict, 
In the first place, the fact that the public de- 
manded my conviction weighed with the jury. 
In the second place, the jurors were atraid of 
Inspector Byrnes. ‘They had learned, during the 
trial, what a terrible man he is and they feared 
him. They creaded that, if they acquitted me, 
he would hound them to their doom. In the 
third place, it was Saturday night,and the jurors 
were not willing to be locked up over Sunday. 
They wanted to go to their homes last night. 
The prosecution understood human nature. It 
understood that, in giving the case to the jury 
on Saturday night, a verdict would be forced 
from them because of the fact that they wanted 
to goto their homes, from which they haa been 
absent since Thursday morning.” 

““I expect to see my lawyers here to-mor 
row morning. They will make a motion for 
® new trial. When that is denied by Jus- 
tice Barrett, as it probably will be, they 
will appeal the case to the General Term 
of the Supreme Court, and will ask for a 
stay of proceedings and my admission to bail 
pending that appeal. I can scarcely believe that 
the General Term of the Supreme Court will 
Permits the conviction in my caseto stand. If 
it does then we shall appeal the case to the 
Court of Appeals and rely upon that tribunal to 
set aside the judgment of the lower court. We 
shall do allin our power to keep out of State 
prison. That you may be depend upon.” 

** What about the attempt of the District At- 
torney to prove by youtbat you had close re- 
lations with two diamond robbers in Europe; 
that you were Mother Mandelbaum’s confident- 
ial adviser, and that you aided in the escape of 
Johnny Jordan, the Middletown bank robber, 
from Bellevue Hospital ?” 

“That was all trumped up by Inspector 
Byrnes. He knew when he told his stories about 
those people to the District Attorney and con- 
nected me with them that he told that which 
was as false asanything can be. 1 never had 
any association with the men Byrnes speaks of 
as diamond robbers. 1 was never Mother Man- 
delbaum’s confidential adviser. I did not pro- 
cure bondsmen for ber, and I did not aavise her 
to flee to Canada. I never had anything to do 
with Johnny Jordan in my life.” 

Jaehne’s eyes were watery when he spoke of 
his wife and his four little boys, In the after- 
noon his wife visited him in the Tombs, and the 
meeting was of the most affecting character. 
Jaehue tried to make his wife feel hopeful by 
assuring her that there was still a possibility of 
securing another trial for him. Mra, Jaehne ree 
mained in the prison until Lawyer Newcombe 
arrived. When she heard the lawyer say that it 
was quite likely that the General Term of the 
Supreme Court would grant a new trial she 
went to her home. 


THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S VIEW. 
District Attorney Martine said last evening 
that the verdict in the Jaehne case was what he 
expected. If was a righteous, just verdict, and 
one that would dothe whole community good. 


He had not yet decided which of the other in- 
dicted ex-Aidermen he wouid try first, but the 
cases would be rapidiy disposed of, and he did 
not doubt that he would securea conviction in 
every case. He believed that the better element 
in the community rejoiced over the conviction 
of Jaehne. Of course, the rogues would groan 
and say all sorts of vile things ayvainst the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office and Inspector Byrnes, 

Assistant District Attorney Nicoll rested yes- 
terday after a hard week’s work. Hewasa: most 
worn out, he said, by the strain. He had worked 
day and night, and thought, talked, and dreamed 
(whenever he took naps in thé elevated trains 
going to orreturning from the District Attor- 
ney’s Office) of Juehne: The people bad govod 
reason to rejoice, he said, over the conviction of 
Jaehne, and it was reasonably certain that the 
other boodje Aldermen now in New-York will 
follow Jaehne to Sing Sing. 


THE INDICTED EX-ALDERMEN. 

There was a widespread belief that the 1884 
Aldermen, other than Jaehne, frightened by his 
fate, would leave New-York in a hurry. Results 
do not seem to justify the belief. Thomas 
Cleary, who is a member of the present 
Board of Aldermen, .as well as_ that 


of 188, was at his home in Pearl- 
street last night. Ex-Alderman Frederick 
Finck,was not at bome,at No. 196 Eldridge-street, 
but his relatives said-he bad not departed from 
New-York and did not propose to go away. A 
daughter of ex-Aiderman Thomas Sheils’ toida 
reporter of THE TIMEs tbat her father had gone 
out on a visit and wou!d not be home until jate, 
but would be ready to meet callers this morning. 

Ex-Alderman Farley toid a TIMES reporter 
that he thought the verdict in the Jaehne case 
was totally at variance with the evidence. “I 
am very sorry for the Alderman,” said Mr. Far- 
ley. “ He has been persecuted instead of being 
prosecuted as the law directs. The case shows 
bow far Byrnes and Martine will go to vent their 
personal spite against a man who shows they at- 
temptea to compound a felony in the case of 
Mrs. Hamilton and her silverware. 
willtry mesoon. I will be ready at any time, 
and have no notion whatever of running 
away.” 

Alderman O’Neil was out driving with a friend 
when a reporter called tosee him. A chum of 
O’Neil’s said that whenever anything went 
wrong with the Alderman he generally took “a 
spin on the Bullyvards.” Later in the evening 
the Alderman said he had nothing to fear and 
intended to remain here and stand trial. 

Ex-Alderman Arthur McQuade would say 
nothing except that he intended to await his 
trial and felt confident of v:ndication. 

Ex-Aliaerman William P. Kirk was out of the 
ity during the day, but later returned and said 
hat by advice of his counsel be would be silent. 

Ex-Alderman Sayles was found last evening 
at his residence, No. 142 West Forty-second- 
street. He said there was nodanger that he 
would leave the city. He would be in 
court when his trial came on. Ex-Alder- 
man William H. Miller was sought for at 
his housein Leroy-street without success, At 
8 o’clock inthe evening his wite said he had 
been home all day, but had gone to church. 
She did not know to whatchureh. It might be 
up town, down tuwn, or acrosstown. He went 
to what church he pleased and did not tell her. 
Two hours later 1t was said that the ex-Alderman 
was at home, but he steadfastly retused to see

ix. Alderman Charles H. Reilly was one of 
those who waited in the court room until the 
jury returned Saturday night. “I was sur- 
prised at the verdict,” he said last nicht, * upon 
such evidence. So far as I observed every one 
thought it an extraordinary verdict. Tnat was 
the impression I got, although it was so late and 
there was to much hurry and confusionin court 
at the time that 1 didn’t fattempt to discuss 
the matter with any one. Nor have I talked 
about it to-day, as I have staid at home. I sup- 
pose ali the legal forms wiil now be followed 
by the defense to effect a stay and appeal. The 
District Attorney has not intimated what he 
willdoin the other cases. [shall go down to 
court to-morrow morning partly in expecta- 
tion of hearing something about plans for 
the future.” 

Ex-Alderman Francis McCabe’s door-bell is in 
good condition, as was demonstrated last even- 
ing when it was operated upon for about half 
an hour in the hope of getting some expression 
of opinion and intentions from bim. The in- 
mates of his house burned lights only in the 
rear rooms, however, and as no one woula 
answer the bell, callers had to forego even the 
satisfaction of jearning whether he still breathed 
the air of this Commonwealth. 

At the residence. of ex-Alderman Michael 
Duffy a servant girl told a TIMES reporter that 
heremployer had left the house with his wite 
early yesterday afternoon. When askedif he 
would be home in the evening she said that she 
didn’t know. The ex-Alderman bad not returned 
upto 10:30 P. M.,at which hour the servant 
locked the doors of the house and turned off the 
gas in the halls,

LAST WEEK OF THE SESSION 


DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION TO THE 
PRISON LABOR BILL. 

THE APPROPRIATION FOR THE EXECUTIVE 
MANSION—PLATT’S ORGANIZATION OF 
POLITICAL WORKERS CRIPPLED. 

ALBANY, May 16.—Unless a change is 
madeintheir programme the Democrats will 
devote themselves this week to preventing the 

McMillan-Barager bill from coming up for ac- 

tion in the Assembly. This isthe Prison Labor 

bill finally agreed upon asa party measure by 
the Republicans. Until very recently it seemed 
as though nothing would be done by this Legis- 
lature upon this guestion, ‘The Republican 

Senators at their last caucus decided to consoli- 

date the McMillan bill creating a commission to 

inquire into the prison labor question with the 

Barager bill, which allows the establishment of 

the piece-price plan in the penal institutions 

of the State. Under sucha billa report will be 
made to the next Legislature by the commission, 

Meanwhile the hundreds of convicts now idle 

can be put to work, and as fastas the existing 

contracts expire the services of convicts thus 
thrown out of employment can also be utilized. 

The bill naturally receives a place far down 
upon the calendar by reaching the Assembly so 
late. The Democratic programme, as outlined 
last week, is to prevent this bill being taken up. 

That it has some bearing upon plans of the Gov- 

ernor’s is not doubted. Should it pass and 

be placed before him the number of pretexts 
for an extra session would be Jessened by one, 

That he has under consideration the calling of 

an extra session is generally believed. It issus- 

pected that he has three matters to which he 
will direct the attention of the Legislature 
should he for buncombe’s sake reconvene it, 

One is the prison labor question. A second is 

an appropriation for work on the Capitol; and 

the third is the State census. Speaker Husted 


may be able this week to lift the Assembly out 
of the hole into which the Governor and his 
friends hove they have got it. 

Demagogue George Blair, who has had the 
free run of the Executive Chamber since Mr. 
Hill bas been Governor, is bere to help the Gov- 
ernor in the matter of getting an appropriation 
for continuing work on the Capitol. He says he 
has a combination in his mind by which he be- 
lieves an appropriation can be secured. lnorder 
to carry it out he must have the loan of the 
Democratic Assembly men and Senators, and this 
it is necessary for him to get trom Gov. Hill. If 
he can only persuade Privy Councilor Muller to 
ao some lobbying for bis combination, together 
they may make it a great success. 

The more the Republicans think about it the 
more are they convinced that there is a job in 
the appropriation of $104,000 for the Executive 
Mansion which ought to be stamped upon. The 
biil appropriates $39,000 for the purchase of ad- 
ditional property and $65,000 for repairs. This 
expenditure is to be made under the supervision 
of the Governor and the State Engineer, two 
Democratic officials. No restrictions are placed 
upon their acts, and the $65,000 will be ex- 
pended as the Governor dictates. The 
Governor was ever reckless in money 
matters during a political campaign, and when- 
ever he bas had any i:fluence in the expenditure 
of State funds he has never lost sight of the po- 
litical purposes that could be served in their dis- 
bursemeut. The scandalous manner in which 
some thousands of dollars were put into a sewer 
in his own town of Eimira last Fall is not tor- 
gotten. The work was done so wretchedly that 
the citizens rose ina body this Spring and tore 
it up. Tbe jod brought the Governor votes, 
however, and the State paid something like 
$10,000 for them. The sum of 65,000 
judiciously expended in repairs around the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion this Fall might resultin Albany 
County being represented by four Democrats in 
the next Assembly, instead cf three, and in 
sending a Democrat to Congress from this dis- 
trict. Instead of allowing this appropriation 
bill to appear early enough to get a full discus- 
sion the Governor had it introduced the last 
week of the session but one, and then his friends 
are set to work upon the scheme to jam it 
through both houses. ‘The whole proceeding 
awakens suspicion, Several Republican Sena- 
tors have deciared that they will know more 
about it than they do now, else they will refuse 
to vote for it. ; 

The Executive Mansion was in very good con- 
dition when Gov. Cleveland vacated it, and the 
absence of electric beils, porcelain bathtubs, 

and expensive mantelpieces was never publicly 
commented upon as a disgraceful condition of 
affairs when he,a bachelor also, but with a 
large circle of warm friends, was its occupant. 
How the mouths of the Albany contractors do 
water at the sight of even so trifling a sum as 
$65,000. In prepuring this bill, giving to the State 
Engineer and to himself the disbursement of 
this $104,000, the Governor for the moment 
forgot that in a recent veto of the Capitol Ap- 
propriation and Commission bill, he asserted 
that the Governor and the other three State 
officers named in the bill were “,wholly unac- 
quainted with the art of building, and iil adapted 
for the management of public works.” He 
added that the Governor ought not “ to be com- 
pelled to engage in the task of employing work- 
men or purchasing supplies for the Capitol or 
tor any other public work. He may very prop- 
erly protest against his department being 
turned into an employment bureau.” 

The effect upon Tom Platt’s political fortunes 
of his failure to longer carry on his express 
company’s business over the Erie Railroad, is a 
topic of discussion among members of the Leg- 
islature. The use which he made of this ex- 
press route has been the means, more than any 
one other thing, of giving him a political grip 
upon the counties of the southerntier. The 
employes of the railroad, who transacted a great 
deal of the express Company’s business, were 
amenable to Piatt’s influence. Through agents 
of this kind Platt was able to work up a 
sentiment against the Griswold bill, which 
was intended to abolish the oppressive fees 
of_ the Quarantine Department and place 
the ing doctor at its head upon a salary. 
Through them petitions were circulated and 
petitioners secured to oppose its passage. They 
were of service politically in more ways than 
one, and the method of handling them appears 
to have been thoroughly systematized. latt 
now loses just so much of an organization, and 
the effect must be crippling toadegree. He 
may be able to repair the damage somewhat by 
organizing the Delaware and Lackawanna em- 
ployes, but this will require time. It can’t be 
done in one year, or two,and meanwhile he 
needs all his reserves 1D constant service if he 
expects to fill up his private mausoleum before he 
himself is gathered to his fathers. 

Several important interests are involved in the 
modified Cantor Railroad bill. which is now 
struggling through the Assembly. The cable 
people are watching it in the hope of inserting 
an amendment to advancetheirscheme. Repre- 
sentatives ot the Seventh-avenue company and of 
the Philadelphia syndicate hope to prevent New- 
York from getting possession of the Broadway 
road from the Battery to Fourteenth-st. Ed 
Phelps, the lobbyist, has an eye upon it, and, sad 
to relate, certain interest; in Brooklyn have en- 
listed an Assemblyman, Gen. Henry Heath, to 
fasten something upon it that will prolong their 
existence. Gen. Heath is discharging his duty 
heroically and with a persistency that would 
muke most reputable men who abandon bona 
fide legislative labor shudder. He has the ad- 
vantage of Phelps, for he is admitted to the priv- 
ileges of the floor. Phelps’s indiscretions are on 
the side of decency, in that his lobbying opera- 
tions are performed, not on the floor, but outside 
the Capitol.

FITTING THE LAW TO THE CASE. 

Orrawa, Ontario, May 16.—Foster, Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries, has given notice 
of a bill to amend the act respecting fishing by 
foreign vessels in Canadian waters. It is under- 
stood that the object of the Government is to 
repair, by legislative enactment, the blunder 
that they made in seizing the schooner David J. 
Adams for buying bait by declaring that, under 
the provisions of the treaty of 1818, American 
fishing vessels are excluded from buying bait or 
other fishing supplies in Canadian ports. The 
bill will be made retroactive, so as 
to cover the case of the David 
J. Adams. Surprise is expressed that the 

Government should attempt .by an act 
of the Dominion Parliament to place such a 
construction upon the treaty of 1818 as may 
suit the peculiar circumstances which have late- 
ly arisen, and leading lawyers here are of opin- 
ion that Parliament cannot attempt to interpret 
by legislation a treaty made between Great 
Britain and the United States. It is known that 
a number of cablegrams have been received by 
the Governor-General trom the Imperial Gov- 
ernment during the past few days, urging the 
Canadian Government to proceed cautiously 
and with moderation, and todo nothing in re- 


gard to the #-beries question which may lead 
to an international difticulty.

THE IRISH PROBLEM. 


PROTESTANTS ATTACKED BY NATIONALISTS 
—MR. GLADSTONE’S PLANS. 

Dusiin, May 16.—News has been re- 
ceived that a mob of Nationalists attacked a 
number of Protestant peasants while the latter 
_ Were returning from market at Cookstown, 
County Tyrone, yesterday. The Protestants re- 
sisted the attack and several of them were 
roughly handled, two being badly hurt. No ar- 
rests were made. 

Lonpon, May 16.—An informal Cabinet 
council was held last evening and to-day Mr. 
Gladstone had conferences with his colleagues. 
It is reported that, yielding to the urgent advice 
of Mr. Morley and Lord Spencer, Mr. Gladstone 
has decided, in the event of defeat, to 
demand from the Queen an _ immediate 
dissolution of Parliament. The Liberal Asso- 
ciation leaders in the provinces have sent a let- 
ter to Mr. Gladstone pleading with him not to 
resign, but to appeal to the country, with a 
certainty of securing a majority. Mr. 
Chamberlain is deluged with Radical pro- 
tests. To a Birmiugham Liberal who had 
written that Mr. Chamberlain’s action bad de- 
stroyed all chance of his ever attaining the 
leadership of the Liberals, Mr. Chamberlain re- 
plied that he would sooner forsake politics than 
consent to measures that would prove disas- 
trous to the country. Mr. Gladstone’s commit- 
tee has asked Mr. Chamberlain to formulate a 
statement of the concessions that would recon- 
cile him, 

The Parnellites, though assenting to the second 
reading of the Arms bill, will oppose advancing 
it to the committee stage until after the division 
on the Home Rule bill.

NEGROES ARE WANTED, 





PLENTY OF WORK ON PANAMA THE CANAL 
AND THE CLIMATE GOOD FOR THEM. 

NEW-ORLEANS, May 16—THE TrMEs’s 
correspondent has just met Mr. Alfred Pierson, 
of this city, who has returned from tbe Isthmus 
of Panama, where he has been for some 13 
months past. He said he had enjoyed good 
health during his stay, and had found nothing 
in the climate which need give Louisianians any 
trouble. There was, he said, in the entire time 
he had been in tbat latituteno yellow fever, 
but only the malarial fever common to the 
country. It bad been quite fatal among Euro- 
Ppeans, chiefiy Frenchmen, who were from 


& cooler climate and did not regu- 
late their babits of life to suit 
their changed situation: but with care 
Europeans could do weil there, and as for Lou- 
isianians they found notbing wrong with the 
climate. There are, he said, several hundred 
white men from this State on the isthmus, and 
over 1,000 Louisiana negroes occupy a camp at 
Empire Ridge, near the summit of the divide be- 
tween the two oceans. Their camp is well situ- 
ated, high and dry, with good shelter, and all 
needed conveniences. The United States flag 
floats over it. ‘* The health of these negroes is 
good,” said Mr. Pierson, * and they are all mak- 
ing big wages, as much as $4a day.”” There had 
been no trouble with the negroes who 
went from New-Orleans. The people 
who haa made the fuss which had 
got into tne papers were tramps who 
did not wish to work, but only wanted to get 
their passage paid to the isthmus. There are 
wanted 10,000 Southern negroes fromthe Gulf 
States. There is steady work for all. Mr. Pier- 
son had notthe sligbtest doubt about the build- 
ing of the canal. The company has just ob- 
tained money enough to oarry it through two 
years, and more would beforthcoming when ne- 
cessary. A great deal of misrepresentation in re- 
gard to affairs on the isthmus comes from the 
friends and organs of Capt. Eads, who is lobby- 
ing through Congress arival scheme. Mr. Pier- 
son is connected with a large company furnish- 
ing supplies, and he brought some important 
orders to be filled in this city. After attending 
to his business here he will return to the isthmus, 





GETTING READY FOR SUMMER. 
WatcH Hit, R.1I., May 16.—The pros- 
peet fora Summer season at this resort never 
was better than at the present time. Applica- 
tions for rooms at the hotels are numerous and 
the several proprietors expect to reapa good 
return from the season’s work.

A DISTILLERY SET ON FIRE. 
BLOOMINGTON, Ill, May 16.—The En- 
terprise Distillery, at Pekin, owned and operated 
by Edward Spellman and James Doheny, was 
destroyed by fire at 1 A. M. to-day, together 


with the distillery office, books, and several 
cars of grain. The loss is $150,000; the 
insurance $40,000. The distillery was running 
1,572 bushels of grain daily and was selling all 
its product daily, although it was boycotted by 
the whisky pool, who * posted” it with grain 
men, coopers, insurance companies, &c. Since 
then extra watchmen have been on duty every 
night. Nevertheless the distillery was fired b 

an incendiary, the fire being set in the teach 
room in the second story of the mill. The 
cattle sheds and head of cattle 
escaped, owing to the direction of the wind. 
Five thousand bushels of grain and 50,000 gallons 
of alcohol were burned, ne hundred men are 
thrown out of work. Spellman and Doheny 
will rebuild at once. A reward of $1,000 is 
offered forthe arrest and conviction of the in- 
cendiary. 


KILLED HIS MAN WITH A RAZOR. 
CuicaGo, May 15.—James Jemison’s head 
was almost entirely severed from his body to. 
night by one slash from a razor in the hands of 


Charles Jones. The two men, each a colored 
barber, were engaged in a saloon quarrel over 
their abilities as whitewashers. Jemison. who 
was much the larger, was severely cuffiug Joves, 
when the latter suddenly whipped out a razor 
and in an instant Jemison lay on the floor dying, 
with his head connected to his shoulders only by 
the yertebree.

PENNSYLVANIA PROHIBITIONISTS. 
THE EFFECTS OF THE CANDIDACY OF 
CHARLES 8S. WOLFE FOR GOVERNOR, 

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—Charles S. 
Wolfe, the independent campaigner, has been in 
the city within a day or two, and it is now quite 
certain that he will not decline the nomination 
of the Prohibitionists tor Governor if it should 
be offered him. That 1t will be is not doubted 
by any one acquainted with the political situa- 
tion. Among the Probibitionists there is no one 
s0 capable of makingalively and aggressive 
contest, nor is there any one who, while he 
would hold the full strength of the advocates of 
prohibitory legislation, would draw so much 


from _ other elements, The probability is that 
Mr. Wolfe would get the support of from 15,000 
to 20,000 straight-out Prohibitionists, and that 
these would be joined by an equal number made 
up of two other classes—independent voters who 
believe in him as a bold leader and Republicans 
who are dissatisfied, but who do not wish to 
vote tor a Democrat. This isa very moderate 
estimate; it is not now doubted by.any well in- 
formed observer of Pennsylvania politics that 
the possibilities lying in such a nomination are 
quite equal to the results of the independent 
movement of 1882, and that the vote for Wolte, 
a of 25,000 or 80,000, might be easily double 

a i . 

This is one of the most distinct and important 
featuresin the now rapidly developing Penn- 
sylvania situation. It begins to attract atten- 
tion in all directions, and to cause concern 
among those who are really friendly to Gen. 
Beaver. That gallant but politically unfortu- 
nate gentleman has, however, the disadvantage 
of being loudly hurrahed for by many who are 
really indifferent to him incon and who 
are using his certainty of a nomination and his 
supposed good prospect of an election as a float 
for their own fortunes. It is very provable that 
so much of this pretended friendship surrounds 
Gen. Beaver that be will not discover unti] too 
late the dangers besetting him. Nobody now 
expects him to insist on a new and satisfactory 
Chairman of the State Committee. Itis known 
that * Tom” Cooper fully expects to keep the 
place, and has been arranging committee work 
and laying out schemes in relation to tt as 
though he had already been designated to fill it. 
If Gen. Beaver had political courage or tact 
and sagacity to. repluce that quality in the de- 
gree which is now demanded of him in order to 
win, he would see that Cooper’s Chairmanship is 
one of the very things which will give Wolfea 
hold, and that the wayto beat him at this 
point is to insist upon the selection of an unob- 
jectionable man to take charge of the campaign 
on the Republican side. But it is next to certain 
that be will do nothing of the sort. Heisin the 
hands of Quay and Cooper and practically places 
in their control whatever rights and privileges 
he may possess as & candidate.

THE WORK OF COOL BURGLARS. 
TAKING SUPPER WITH THE WATCH DOG 
AFTER RIFLING A MANSION, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 16.—Mont-, 
gomery Place, near Barrytown, to which Gen. 
Montgomery’s widow retired after he was killed 
at Quebec, was entered by professional burglars 
some time before daylight this morning, and 
they stole nearly 100 pieces of solid silver- 
ware, each marked with the shield of the Liv- 
ingston coat-of-arms. There were, among other 
things, 18 teaspoons, 18 tablespoons, 18 dessert- 
spoons, 18 eggspoons, 18 forks, 18 knives, 1 pie 


fork, 1 pie knife, and a silver teapot. The burg- 
lars bored their way into the building through 
an outside shutter and confined their work to 
the main floor. They ransacked bureau drawers, 
torced open mahogany sideboards and secreta- 
ries, and threw the contents of pantries on the 
floor. After completing their pillage they went 
down to the kitchen and brought up stairs to 
the parlor cooked meats, bread, cake, eggs, and 
milk, and partook of the banquet there and 
then, a paralytic house dog, which was asleep in 
the parlor, remaining an tg with them, 
After eating they fled with their booty. 

In the mansion at the time were Thaddeus 
Smith, the coachman, his wife, and child below 
the main fioor; Louis Livingston Hunt, Julia 
Barton Hunt, and Edward Livingston Hunt, the 
latter a boy,above the main floor,and on the third 
floor the maids, Mary Regan, Margaret Cronin, 
aud Margaret Crockwell, eight all told, and not 
one heard any noise. The cook discovered the 
robbery when she entered the kitchen this morn- 
ing. Then asearching party wus organized and 
all the woods in the neighborhood explored, but 
no clue to the burglars has been obtained. it is 
thought they were the same who attempted to 
rob Walter Langdon’s house, on the Hyde Park 
road, last Thursday night, but who were fright- 
ened away by the burglar alarm,

The plaintiff 
testifies that in 1878, while she was living com- 
fortably upon a dowry settled upon her upon 
condition of her widowhood, Matthew M. Mc- 
Claughrey came to her home, accompanied 
by his brother, and there made her an 
offer of marriage. Being past that 
period in life when there was apt to be senti- 
ment and gush over such a proposition, she be- 
ing 60 and the candidate over 70 and quite in- 
firm, the comely widow reminded her suitor 
of the pecuniary sacrifice she would make in ac- 
cepting his offer, as he must certainly know 
that his days were not many and that her dowry 
would cease if she were to accept his offer.

ferred all bis property, but had also given to his 
children the $15,000 in money and securities. 
She now sues to recover her lawful share of 
these. The plaintiff has kept possession of the 
homestead, an elegant mansion, and, notwith- 
standing several attempts to oust. her, she still 
hoidsthe fort. ‘The suit is attracting a great 
dea! of attention.

He was identified with severa! Irish societies. 
At one time heconcelved the idea ot fons upon 
the stage, and, in an Irish play which was writ- 
ten for him, he played for a few months. He 
Was about 45 years of age.

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DEFENDING HIS PLAN. 
LETTER FROM PRESIDENT GOWEN CON- 
CERNING READING REORGANIZATION, 

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—In a letter to 
the Times, which will be published to-morrow, 
President Franklin B. Gowen, of the Reading 
Railroad Company, says: “ Foreclosure means 
disintegration, The plan of the reorganization 
Trustees does not deal with the property as a 
whole, and involves foreclosure, which must re- 
suit in disintegration. Before the appearance 
of the plan now before the public Mr. Gowen 
presented and expisined to the Trustees the pian 
of the company, which ayoids foreclosure and 
preserves the property intact. Mr. R. K. Don, 
of New-Hampshire, a gentleman of character 
and undoubted financial responsibility, dis- 
tinctly informed tne ‘l'rustees that such a plan, 
if adopted, would be undertaken by capital 
equal to that of the Drexel-Morgan syndicate, 
and a few days later, Mr. Wanamaker in- 
formed Mr. John B. Garret, Chairmau oi the 
Trustees, tbat if reasonable time was allowed, 
the plan of the company could be supported by 
sufficient financial strength to insure success. 
Notwithstanding all this, the plan of the com- 
pany was rejected, and the one now before the 
Public was issued in its stead. Hence, in com- 
mon fairness, your criticism should be directed 
against those who bave caused delay and ob- 
struction, not only by _ rejecting a practicable 
for an impracticable plan, but by keeping the 
latter in the field after its failure is practically 
admitted. ; 

* Within a short time, and without any un- 
necessary delay, the plan of the company 
will be properly brought forward and pre- 
sented for acceptance. The delay attend- 
ing its production bas been submitted to, 
upon the advice of otbers largely interest- 
ed in its success, and, while this delay has 
not seriously injured any one, it has enabled the 
friends of the company to perfect the details 
and enlarge the support of the plan, and has 
fully demonstrated the impracticability of the 
plan now before the public, which, after a trial 
of two months, has failed to secure the assent of 
1 per cent. of the securities proposed to be af- 


fected by it.”

FIVE MEN CUT 1N A FIGHT. ‘ 
PrrTsBuRG, Penn., May 16.—A fight in 
which five men were cut, two of them very se- 
verely, occurred at the Cliff mine, on the Mon- 
tour Railroad, Saturday night. A number of 
men residing near the mine had gathered at the 
house of Abraham Shaffer to spend_the 
evening. About 11 o’clock Frederick How- 
croff got into an altercation with Weston But- 
ler, a colored man. Words led to blows, and a 
fight started. Howcroff succeded in throwing 
Butler, when the latter drew a knife. How- 
croff’s cry, ** The nigger is cutting me,” ap- 
prised the others at the house of what was go- 
ing on, aud a rush was made to stop the fight. 
Butler freed himself from Howcroff and started 
for the door, slashing right and left with his 
knife at any one who came witbin reach. He 
succeeded in escaping and has not yet been ap- 

rehended. 

patter Butler had gone it was found that he 
had used his knife most o@ectually. Howcroff, 
with whom he had been fighting. had a gash 11 
inches jong across his hips, another almost en- 
circling his left thigh, andathird on_his right 
arm. His condition is serious. Joseph Yates was 
the worst sufferer. Butler’s knife struck him on 
the abdomen, making two gashes, from which 
the entrails protruded. His recovery is consid- 
ered impossible. The other men injured ere 
Robert Yates, brother of Joseph Yutes, stabbed 
in two placeson the hips; Samuel Amson, cut 
several times about the face and neck, and 
Willham Scott, who recelvedacut across the 
hips. With the exception of Howecroff and 
Joseph Yates none of the men were seriously 
injured.

THE WALLINGFORD EXCITEMENT. 
New-Haven, Vonn., May 16.—Another 
legal complication has arisen out of the Walling- 
ford excitement over the many incendiary fires 
in that town. The arrest of Frank H. Morse on 
a charge of arson stirred the town up greatly, 
and gossip about the other fires has been plenty. 
Now Russell H. Wilcox and Ellen E. Wilcox, 
husband and wife, have sued Deputy Sheriff 
William H. Glover for $1,000 in what is prac- 
tically a charge of blackmail, They set forth in 
their complaint that Glover declared that Rus- 
sell Wilcox, on July 4, 1885, set fire to a small 
building near his restaurant, in the centre of the 
town, and that Glover demanded $200 not to 
prosecute. The plaintiffs say tnat Russell Wil- 
cox was innocent, but to avoid trouble $50 was 
paid to the officer. The case is returnabie before 
the Common Pleas Court in this city on the first 
Monday in July. Glover is the officer who wus 
prominent in breaking up the South Britain 
gang of incendiaries and ruffians a few months 
ago. He says he took the $50, but that he can 
explain the act satisfactorily when the right 
time comes.

THE PEOPLE’S INTEREST IN THE 
EXPECTED WEDDING. 
REASONS WHY VERY MANY BELIEVE THAT 
THE PRESIDENT IS TO BE MARRIED 

AND AT AN EARLY DATE. 

WAsHINGTON, May 16.—The public inter« 
est in the talk about the President’s murriage ts 
probabl¥ as greatin Washington as it appears 
to be everywhere else, but up to this time it hag 
been manifested here with a great deal of def- 
erence to the President. There appears to he na 
doubt that he is to be married, but exactly 
when, or to whom, is not so clear. A great many 
very bold persons visit the White House, and 
some of them ask questions which embarrass the 
Chief Magistrate. The only person who has thug 
far had the temerity to boldly pop the question 
whether he was to marry is a young woman who 
writes society reports for several newspapers, 
She got asevere wigging for her impertinence, 
and came away uninformed. 

But the character of the answer she received 
was iike the replies obtained from other 
sources, The report that he was to be 
married was not denied by the President. 
His most intimate friends when ques 
tioned respectfully about the reports of his en- 
gagement, and the statements that he is to be 
married in June,simpiy answer that that is a 
matter they cannot talk about. The President 
is understood to be as positive in his belief that 
this isa matter about which he should not be 
questioned as he was about his determination 
not to give the Senate reasons for his appoint- 
ments. The interest in nis private affairs in this 
instance is like the interest manifested in 
the doings of all Presidents. President 
Arthur could not understand why it 
was deemed necessary when he traveled 
to Florida or the Yellowstone Park that the 
newspapers should have him foliowed and his 
actions reported. When Mr. David Davis was 
President pro tem. of the Senate and ran off to 
North Carolina to get married he was at first 
indignant, and afterward pleased, to find a body 
of ‘correspondents swarming over the planta- 
tion of Mr. J. Whardon Green to inform the 
public next day about the marriage ceremony, 
the apparel of the bride, the presents, and the 
beginning of the picturesque wedding journey 
down the Cape Fear River. 

The interest in President Cleveland is kindly 
enough, and the impatience to be informed as 
to the time and place, when and where, he is ta 
take a wife, and whether it is to be Miss Folsom 
or Mrs. Folsom is only a manifestation of friend« 
ly concern in a man who cannot, if he would, 
take himself out of the public eye. There ig 
another reason besides the statements made by 
triends of the President in New-York thet leads 
some people here to believe that he is to be mar-« 
ried soon. When efforts have been made to ascer- 
tain where he will spend his Summer vacation 
tne answer has been that he can make no plans 
at present. The inference has- been that he 
would feel inclined to consult some one else 
be tore deciding, and that that one will be Mrs. 
Cleveland. The recent visit of Mr. W. 8. Bissell 
has been commented upon as having been made 
on business connected with the forthcoming 
wedding. This report has been positively de- 
nied. That, however, is all the information that 
can be obtained on the subject. No one who 
can speak authoritatively will deny that the 
President is to be married. 





THE CATBOAT ADA SUNK. 


ALL HER OCCUPANTS DROWNED BY BEING 
CAPSIZED IN A SQUALL, 

Capt. Killmer, of the steam yacht 
Zephyr, last evening reported the capsizing of 
the catboat Ada and the drowning of all on 
board. How many persons were drowned he 
did not know, and the names of the parties on 
board could not be ascertained last evening. 

It was 4 o’clock in the afternoon, according te 
the Captain’s statement, that he sighted the 
boat about a mile and a half off Bath, and near 
Coney Island. The boat apparently became un- 
manageable in the heavy squa!i and capsized. 
Allon board disappeared except one man, who 
was seen clinging to the boat tor a minute or 
two. Capt. Kilimer at once steamed toward the 
craft, but was unable to reach there be!ore the 
man, apparently exhausted, sunk out of sight. 

Capt. Killmer steamed about the spot for 
some time, but no traces of the party or parties 
who were drowned could be found. He then 
undertook to save the boat and tow her up the 
narbor. A rope was attached to the mast, but 
when the Zephyr started toward the shore the 
mast sna;ped and the boat went to the bottom. 
Just as she went down Capt. Killmer plainly saw 
her name, *“* Ada.”? All that he could save was a 
portion of the mainsail. This had aredstar near 
the end of the gaff, by which he thinks it may 
be possible to identify the boat and its occw 
pants. : 





A FORMER SLAVE’S BURIAL. 
Boston, May 16.—Jobn Thomas, a forme: 
slave, was buried to-day. He was born 64 yeara 
ago ona plantation near Annapolis, Md., and 
became so faithful that his master let him ta 
the owners ot foreign vessels as a steward. 
While on one of these voyages he won the love 
of a French mulatto girl, whose master soon 


died and willed her her freedom. She tried ta 
buy Thomas of his master, offering all ber 
wealth, $40, but the master wanted $300. They 
agreed to work until the claim was satisfied, but 
got discouraged and one night, at her suggee- 
tion, Thomas escaped to Canada and she fol- 
lowed. There they were married and lived until 
just before the war, when they removed to this 
city. Thomas and his son served in the navy 
during the entire war.

STRAY BITS OF GOSSIP FROM AN 

OBSERVER’S NOTE BOOK. 
EXPERIENCES OF SEER ANP HIS DUPE IN 
WALL-STREET—GENEROUS JAMES D, 
FISH—BOSTON OPINIONS. 

A little old woman, gray-haired and 
trembling, sat a little while ago in the back office 
of a Wall-street stock broker, Her gaze way 
fixed on a wide blackboard, where chalk figures 
showed the drift of stock market quotations; 
there was no lustre in her eye: her whole aspect 
was that of one dumfounded, broken-hearted. 
She had a sad story to tell wtre there only spirit 
enough left to her fora recital. A year ago she 
came to thissame brokerage office. Her purse 
was fat with bank bills and she gave an order 
for the purchase of 500 shares of a stock which 
had been active a long time. The broker ad- 
vised her against the purchase, and told her 
plainly that he had what he believed to be ex- 
celient reasons for expecting a heavy deciine in 
the particular stock she had selected @o buy. 
3ut she persisted in her determination, declaring 
that she had information which could not be 
wrong that the stock was bound to go up a good 
deal very soon. She had her way, despite 
the counsels that plainly predicted the loss of 
her money. She left $5,000 in cash asa 10 per 
cent. margin to protect her interest and went 
her way with acalm confidence shown on her 
countenance. “I shall. make a good deal of 
money,” she said as she left, “* for the informa- 
tion I have comes from the very highest author- 
ity.” The stock perversely declined forthwith, 
and each day saw some fraction clipped off of 
the preceding day’s quotation. Within a month 
the original $5,000 margin had dwindled down to 
$1,000, andthe broker was obliged to call for 
another deposit from his customer to protect 
her interest. She came down town with the 
same self-satisfied smiie, and with the same ex- 
pressions of confidence produced her rounded 
purse again. Four thousand dollars she left in 
the broker’s hands this time. “* The advance, I 
am toid, has been unavoidably delayed a little 
while." she said. with a tone tull of 
assurance and faith, “‘but it is bouna to 
come soon now, andl feel as sure that my money 
is safe as if { hadit all in bank awaiting my or- 
ders.”? This was in response to further grave pre- 
dictions from the broker,who,by much argument 
tried to convice her that she was being misied. 
Another short period elapsed; and another ep- 
forced call was made upon the sunny faced old 
lady. Justa bare suspicion of disquiet was be- 
zinning to show itself, but there was no back- 
fownin ber action. Out came more money. 
And so a little later did more still follow. Then 
not long ago she came yet again; now she 
brought her bank book. She showed to the 
broker that a year ago it credited her with de- 
posits of $18,000, of which but $2,500 remained; 
and taat $2,500—every penny of it, every penny 
she possessed in the world—she handed over, She 
Was not yet utterly downcast. “ But yesterday,” 
she averred, “‘Ihad my information repeated 
again and the rise which I’ve waited for so long 
is to come now right away.” Down went the 
market, lower and lower dropped the price of 
the expectant woman’s 500 shares of stock, till 
that day a little while ago when for the last time 
she came into Wall-street again, dropped into 
an armchair before the qudtation board and 
gazed long and listlessly, as one in a deep dream, 
confronting the white figures that glared out at 
her there like the eyes of somany demons. All 
of her $18,000 was gone; she had only poverty 
left. But she was brave still, and when her 
broker approached her she rose with the grace 
of a woman young and queenly and thanked 
him for all his courtesies and the good advice he 
had wasted on her. 

**Now, Madam, will you do me the great favor 
of telling me from what source you received the 
false information on which you relied so im- 
plicitly and risked so much money?” This was 
the broker’s question. 

*“ Upon an astrologer.” This was her amazing 
answer, and she named aman whose “ card” is 
Haunted publicly in the metropolis. There was 
gp stupefied broker, a broker who got mad. He 
fidn’t say ** Fool!” but he looked it. The old 
lady talked then freely. It was no new thing, 
she said, for her to seek the advice of this “ as- 
trologer;”’ her husband had done the same be- 
fore her anda score of her friends, she said, bad 
implicit confidence in the revelations of the 
beer. 

“T'll give you $1,000," said the broker hotly, 
“if you'll promise me one thing.” The old 
lady’s lightening countenance showed that he 
need have no doubt of the promise. “* Never 
tome into Wall-street again and have no more to 
io with this blanked scoundrel whose lies have 
2ost you so dearly.” 

The promise was gladly exchanged for the 
money, and the old iady went her way. But 
this was pot the only sequel to this speculation. 
Three or four days ago a dapper little fellow 
witha face weazened around apair of twinkling 
idder eyes thrust himself into this same broker- 
age office, Hesought the manager and sald he 
wanted to buy some stock ona margin. He had 
brought a one-thousand-dollar note along to 
put up as the necessary deposit. He was just 
-eady to hand over his money when of a sudden 
ne looked into the broker’s face_and ejaculated, 
*You’ve got a bright eye; may I draw this bank 
note across them just for a second?” The 
proker was astonished, but to humor 
a customer, whom he _ supposed to be 
only in a jovial mood, he consented, and 
the bill blindfolded him momentarily. 
The customer closed his own eyes, withdrew the 
bill, and ejaculated as if to himself alone, ** Cor- 
rect: perfectly correct!” He deposited his 
money. and was about to leave when suddenly 
the broker, urged by a strange suspicion, called 
him and said: ** Will you tell me why you went 
through that performance of putting that bill 
over my eyes?” “Certainly, certainly ! ejacu- 
lated the sallow fellow. ‘* Certainly; I was test- 
ing the information I had. 1 am an astrologer, 
apd —” * 

“Are you the man who sent Mrs. X here to buy 
stock ?” 

“Yes,oh yes!" and the adder-eyed customer 
rubbed his hands ecstaticully. ‘Yes, oh yes! 1 
told her to come here.” 

“You swindled her, you ——- 

The broker’s voice wasn’t sweet to listen to, 
and the astrologer .looked more than a little 
seared. : 

“Why, Lbelieve in very powers myself,” he 
whined, “or, of course,I wouldn’t be putting 
up my Own money.” lt was only because there 
isa Police Court in this town that the fellow 
was not summarily kicked into the street. <As 
it was the broker contented himself with saying: 
** Your account will be closed in this office to- 
night. Ifthere is anything due you you can 
have it at 3 o'clock. Get out of here now, 
quick.” At 3 o’clock when the gentleman 
cailed he tound that something had run afoul 
of the market during the day and his 200 shares 
of stock had fallen enough in a couple of hours 
so wipe out every cent of his $1,000 margin. 
And 1 betray only a little bit of confidence in 
saying that the fellow wouldn't have been far 
wrong if he had suspected that his own broker 
was responsible himself for the sudden deciine, 
having hammered the market and pacified his 
conscience somewhat in remembrance of the 
duped old lady whose fortune had gone at the 
idie dictation of the arrant humbug who now to 
some extent was doing penance for her sorrow.

THE THREE-YEAR-OLDS.

GOSSIP ABOUT THE STARTERS IN THE 
EVENTS AT JEROME PARK. 

So much interest has of late been taken 
in the Kentucky Derby that the great 3-year- 
old events of the Ameriean Jockey Clubto be 
decided at Jerome Park within the next two 
weeks have been but little talked about. It has 
been demonstrated often enough that the colts 
owned in the East are the equal or those be- 
longing to Western turfmen, and no one can 
doubt but that a George Kinney, a Spendthrift, 
aisuke of Magenta or other well known win- 
ners of the Withersor Belmont Stakes could 
show their heels to the colts who strug- 
gied for the Kentucky Derby last Friday. Per- 
haps it is the repressive betting laws that stifle 
the interest that would otherwise centre about 
the noted stake races close at hand. If no bet- 
ting has been done about the Withers Stakes, 


however, it is probably not so much on account 
of the law as the late declaration clause, for no- 
body cares to back a colt play or pay with the 
ehances of the colt being declared out just 10 
days before the stake is to be decided. Of the 72 
nominations originally made for the Withers 
Stakes 37 were declared up to Saturday last and 
2 were void, which leaves J3 of the colts and 
fillies eligible to start. 

Of this number the Dwyer Brothers have 
seven to pick from and they will probably send 
two of them to the post. The pick of the lot is 
their bik. c. Portiand, by Virgil out of Fine- 
work. ‘This remarkably well bred colt has a rec- 
ord that places him in the front rank, as from 
his 10 starts last year he won five stakes—the 
Juvenile, at Jerome Park: the Surf and Great 
Post Stakes, at Sheepshead Bay, and the Tyro 
and Post Sweepstakes, at Monmouth Park. In 
the last named race Portland defeated Ban Fox 
and his statle companion, Preciosa, in the re- 
markable time of 1:1434, and Ban Fox was re- 
garded as the champion 2-year-old. In the At- 
lantic Stakes he was beaten by a neck only, by 
the fast filly Refrain, to whom he was giving 10 
pounds. With sucha record as this Portland 
would seem to have a mortage On _ the 
rich stake. Ii is said, however, that the Dwyers 
will rather depend upon Brambleton, Inspector 
B., or Buffalo to struggie for the stable, and save 
Portiand for jater important raees. Tlie next 
conspicuous candidate is W. P. Burcn’s br. f. 
Biggonet, by Brambie, out of Bobinet, and she 
will haveastrong backing for the race. She 
won three of her ten races last year, placing the 
Cilabaugh Memorial, a handicap sweepstakes, and 
the Spinaway Stakes to her credit. She was sec- 
ond to Ban Fox in the Champion Stallion Stakes, 
and Portiand, Ben Ali, the winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and Blue Wing, who ran second, 
were among the beaten ones. This race alone 
established the reputation of Biggonet, 

Commodore Kittson’s stadie is represented by 
three colts—Brown Duke, by Reform, out of 
Madge; Mink, by Reform, out of Nemesis, and 
Headlad, by Reform, out of Artifice. Brown 
Duke sturted seven times, and won the Camden 
Stakes in a fleld of 11 competitors at Monmouth 
Park, while Mink, who'‘started three times, is still 
a maiden, but he ransecond to Buffalo at Jerome 
Park, andjwas again second to Electric at Sheevs- 
bead Bay. Headlad has not yet appeared. Mr, 
W. L. Scott having declared out Pocomoke and 
Flavia, has only the imported filly Waitaway, by 
Rosicrucian, out of Bordelaise, to represent him, 
and her two races last year do not indicate that 
she is overburdened with speed. The Monmouth 
Stable’s representative is the br. c. Saxony, by 
Saxon, out of Enquirer. He started six times 
and won arace at Brighton Beach last Novem- 
ber. ‘There is much interest centred in the 
three colts Solonging to the Preakness Stable, 
as they are said to be good ones. Only one of 
them, Repartee, by Gienelg, out of Retort, bas 
appeared in public, and he was tried but twice 
at the Autumn meeting of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club, and then retired, The other two 
are Linden, by Longfellow, out of Linda Lewis, 
and Bassavio, by Billet, out of Lottie. Tbe mas- 
ter of Preakness does not believe in forcing 
2-year-olds, and it is very likely that these three 
colts wili be good winners before the season is 
over. It would bea popular victory if Repartee 
should capture the Withers Stakes. Tne shrewd 
Eph Snedeker has the ch. c. Briar, by Bramble, 
one ot Quartette,,.who has not yet been seen in 
publie. 

Of six nominated by Mr. Cassatt only two re- 
main to sport the tricolor, These are Amal- 
gam, by Bullion, out ot Alumina, and Lands- 
downe, by Stratford, out of Petty, both of them 
fair performers. Much is expected of Lands- 
downe this year, The bookmaking firm of Ap- 
pleby & Johnson has Lookout, by Virgil, out of 
Alert, and Attorney, by Longfellow, out of 
Endless, the former having started twice with- 
out success, while the Jatter has yet to make his 
début. Mr. Withers,in whose honor the race 
was* ;named, has three colts to repre- 
sent him. Salisbury, by Stonehenge, out 
of Julietta, is the best known = as 
he started nine times Jast year without success, 
He also has an imported colt by Hampton, out 
of Sultana, and a chestnut colt by Macaroon, 
out of Mimi, both green ones. Although Mr. 
Withers is a large breeder, he has been unable 
to capture this stake. Ex-Gov, Qden Bowie has 
Cassatt and Cato, two sons of Catesby, entered, 
the latter having started but once last year. 
This completes the list, and there is astrong 
probability of a good struggle for the prize, al- 
though many people are of the opinion that it 
is at the mercy of the Dwyers.

PLAY WHICH HAS CHARACTERIZED 175 
WORK THIS SEASON, WITH THE AVER- 
AGES OF EACH MEMBER OF THE NINE. 

Boston, May 16.—The Boston Globe of 
to-morrow will say: “During the past decade 
there have been baseball clubs and baseball 
clubs, and some of them have made great rec- 
ords and won championships, but it is doubtful 
if the best of them ever started out with such 
playing as that which has characterized the 
progress of the nine located this season in the 
City of the Straits. It is extremely doubtful 
if any team was ever gdt together, since the 
days of straight arm pitching, capable of mak- 
ing the record they have made in the 14 con- 
secutive games either at the bat or in the field 
or both.

The 
baseball cranks of Boston, stith as Gen. Dixwell, 
who keeps four different baseball serap books, 
one for each Boston morning paper, and spends 
allthe time he has, when not witnessing ball 
games, in figuring out averages, have about 
made up their minds that the Detroits will win 
the championship. Certainly the cranks will be 
justified in their opinions if the Wolverines 
keep up to within 20 per cent. of their average 
play so far, and should they continue without a 
break they will win with hands down. . 

“Last year the Chicagos led the League with a 
batting average of .264, and average on total 
bases of .386. The Detroits’ average to date is 
.293, and on total hits .423. The New-York Club 
excelled in fielding, with an average of .866.

Jt'’s a long lane that has no turn- 
ing, however, and after being so long a patient 
waiter Chariie is satisfied that this year his nine 
will not be a bad loser, if not a winner, and that 
knowledge keeps him in smiles and good humor.

SHOT DEAD BY THE MARSHAL, 





A SUNDAY TRAGEDY RESULTING FROM A 
QUARREL OVER A COW, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 16.—The pretty lit- 
tle suburban town of West End was to-day the 
scene of a bloody tragedy, in which the Hon. 
Frank P. Gray, a distinguished lawyer, was 
shot and kilied by R. L. Jones, the 
town Marshal. Mr. Gray was & man 
about 45 years old, and by marriage became one 
of the wealthiest men in the State. He was ex- 
ceedingly popular in manners, and was noted 
for his great determination. West Bnd, which 
woe his home, though a separate corporation, is 
really a part of Atlanta, being the abode of the 
richest families of th 
while riding on the street car from his office in 
the city to his home in West End a fight arose 
between two passengers. The driver was about 
to interfere witha car hook, when Gray, who had 
been a quiet observer, drew his pistol and com- 
manded fair play. Whensubsequently Gray was 
approached by the Atlanta police for this display 
of firearms, he pleaded non-jurisdiction, allee- 
ing that the offense took Das ome acruss the Wesy% 
End line. This brought L. Jones, Marshal of 
West End, into the contfoyersy by an attempt 
toarrest Mr. Gray, when the latter again man- 
aged to cut clear, and the ill feeling between 
Gray aud Jones since has been intense. 

To-day about 12:30 o’clock several cows col- 
lected in a bunch on Gordon-street, which the 
Marshal attempted to drive away. Gray came 
up and claimed one of themas his. He picked 
up a stone, as he claimed. to strike the cow. 
Jones called out, ** Are you going to hit?’ fol- 
lowing the question with a pistol shot, the bullet 
entering below the left nipple. Gray tell upon 
the green sward a. The people were just 
dispersing from the neighboring chorch, and 
gathered around in a horrified group, The 
wounded man lived just 80 minutes. As soon as 
Jones saw what he had done he made a motion 
with bis pistol to shoot himself, but it was 
wrenched from him. Hethen drew a knife and 
cut himeelf, when that too was wrenched from 


him. He was taken to the Fulton County Jail 
where he now is.

WHAT THE WORKERS WANT,

SENTIMENTS OF THE CENTRAL LABOR UNION 
—NOTHS OF VARIOUS TRADES, 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Central 
Labor Union a resolution was passed protesting 
against the passage by the Legislature of the 
bill providing for the addition of 500 men to the 
police force asa direct menace to the working- 
men of the city, and asking the Governor to 
veto it. Another resolution was adopted, pro- 
testing against the bill making the third Satur- 
day instead of the first Monday in September a 
legal holiday, and asking the Governor to re- 
turn it to the Legislature to be amended, 
because the Central Labor Union wiitl have its 
annual parade and picnic on the first Monday. 
A third resolution called upon all friends of the 
Central Labor Union not to buy hats at the 
stores that are open on Sundays. 

A communication was received from the 
Fnendship Labor Club in regard to the strike of 
the boatmen in the employ of the Glen Cove 
Starch Works. Itstated that the Captains of 
the boats, the heads of the departments, and ope 
skilled mechanics were being organized into the 
order of the Knights of Industry in opposition 
to the Knights of Labor. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Arbitration Committeee. 

The operative painters complained that their 
German fellow-workmen worked from 1:80 
o’clock A. M, until 5:80 P. M., instead of from 7 
to 5 o’clock. The upholsterers complained that 
of 21 employers who had agreed to adopt the 
eight-hour system on May 3,7 had broken their 
promises and had persuaded several «thers to 
do so, and had locked out their men, so that they 
were compelled to return to work under the old 
system. he meeting passed a vote of censure 
on the employers, and the west side carpet em- 
ployes promised to he!p the upholsterers. 

The Furniture Makers’ Union gave $50 toward 
the defense of Grottkau, who was arrested as 
an Anarchist at Milwaukee. The delegates from 
the American Order of Stairbuilders, however, 
submitted a resolution that had been ado ted 
by their union, expressing its detestation of the 
atrocities committed by the Anarchists in 
Chicago and condemning the principles enun- 
ciated by the leaders of the movement as sub- 
versive of the principles of our social system 
_— inimical to the highest interests of organized 
abor. 





A FIGHT WiTH HOSTILE INDIANS. 

Tucson, Arizona, May 16.—A_ special 
from Huachuca says: “Capt. Hatfield, with a 
troop of cavalry, struck Geronimo a heavy blow 
yesterday morning at a point 10 miles southeast 
of Santa Cruz, ie few hours later re- 
ceived a heavier low in return. rida 
afternoon the hostiies, about 70 strong, struc 
Miles Pia's ranch, rounding up 30 horses, Capt, 
Hatfield arrived half an hour later, and 
followed the trail till datk. Yesterday 
morning he surprised and stampeded the 
hostiles, capturing their horses and entire 
camp outfit. He then started for Sauta Cruz, 
but while passing through Box Cafion on the 
way thither a galling fire was suddenly 
poured upon his Httle band. The men dis- 
mounted and ue gal ant fight, which 
lasted for an hour. o of the command were 
killed and three wounded and many Indians fell, 
but the number is hot known. Capt. Hatfield 
finally reached Santa Cruz, where he will be 
oined by Lieut. Cook with orst’s troops, 
fajor Ruiz, with a large Mexican force, reached 
Santa Crug last night and joined in the pursuit 
this morning. 

Gen. Miles, Capt. Sebo, Lieut. Davis, with 
troops; Gov. Torres, of Sonpra, and Prefect Ri- 
vero, of the Magdalena district, are here in 
consultation, Gov. Torres has just received 
a dispatch from the Prefect of Guaymas 
gern that Gen. Martinez routed the 
Yaquis from their stronghold in  Sier- 
ra Bacatche on the 18th, killing 100 
and capturing 200 of the band. The 
Mexicans lost 20 killed and 50 wounded. 
Cajeme escaped, but is being pursued by troops 
on land and gunboats on the river. This vir- 
tually ends the Yaquis war.

Capt. McOul- 
lagh, of the Fifth-street police station, said 
last evening that he was oimig fo discou the 
Anarchisés from organizing rifle clubs ond boid- 
ing meetings in his precinct, and that the saloon 
keepers who leased mecting rooms to them to 
drill and incite to violence would have to do so 
without any licenses. He arrested the barkeep- 
er at Yesthoven Hallfor violation of the excise 
law assoon as he heard that the Anarchists were 
going‘to hold a meeting there,

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NEW PUBLICATIONS

GEN. JOHN A, LOGAN'S BOOR, 
HE GREAT CON YY. Its 
= tery. = By J ony ¥* Seeam. a Fon it 
The ground mainly occupied by this 
stout volume isthe one partly traversed 
k0 years ago by the political portion of 
Horace Greeley’s work entitled “ The 
American Conflict.” The exact purposes 
of Gen. Logan in publishing are perhaps 
only a matter of surmise; but at least it 
demonstrates to his former yoke-fellow 
on the Presidential team of 1884 and pro- 


spective rival for 1888 that he, too, is a his- | 


torian, and can write, print, and publish 
a book of = 800 pages with all 
needed celerity. The writing, to be 
sure, seems to have been largely done 
with scissors and paste brush, and the 
product is rather a medley of speeches, 


resolutions, and newspaper clippings, 
printed with glaring typographica em- 
phasis and embellished with a series of in- 
teresting portraits, some very good and 
#ome very bad, the bulgy face attributed 
to Ben Butler, on a neck as big as a strip- 
ling’s waist, being, perhaps, the most 
nearly libelous. But, after all, the bone 
and sinew of the matter are here. Gen. 
Logan, if more forcible than finished as a 
writer, and, in fact, sometimes a sad con- 
gpirator against the English language, is 
yet always frank and fearless, and has a 
subject in which these qualities and a thor- 
ough-going loyalty find full play. His col- 
lection ef the utterances of leading men, 
South and North, just prior to the war is 
specially well done and most interesting. 

First in the programme of the book 
comes a review of slavery in America; 
then one of protection and free trade, the 
“birth of the free trade heresy” being 
fixed on 1797, and the failure of the Con- 
federation that preceded the Union be- 
ing attributed to ‘‘lack of industrial pro- 
tection."’ ‘the Kansas-Nebraska struggle, 
the Dred Scott decision, and the great Illi- 
nois canvass of Lincoln and Douglas are 
next brought in array, and to the last of 
these special justice is done, in text and 
appendix, although Gen. Logan, who has 
a creditable enthusiasm for that struggle 
of two of the greatest men of their day, 
excuses his failure to dostill more. He 
points out that Mr. Lincoln’s declaration 
of belief that ‘‘this Government cannot 
endure permanently half slave and half 
free” preceded by four months Mr. Sew- 
ard’s more fameus announcement of an 
“irrepressible conflict’? between freedom 
and slavery. 

The nomination and election of Mr. Lin- 
colp as President are duly traced, and 
then the outgoing days of Buchanan, “*: 
weak and feeble old man, still suffering 
from the effects of the mysterious National 
Hotel poisoning,’ who was ‘“ well-mean- 
ing, doubtless, and a Union man at heart,”’ 
but *‘his enfeebled intellect was unable to 
see and hold firm to the only true course.”’ 
A picturesque summary is given of the 

turmoilin the early months of 1861, when 
secession was arming, and the defiant 
words with which the Southern Congress- 
men one after another took the plunge 
into disunion are well grouped. One strik- 
ing historic contrast we do not remember 
to have ever before seen. Repeating Wig- 
fall’s declaration in the United States Sen- 
ate on March 2, alluding to Mr. Lincoln, 
that a President-elect ** who disguises him- 
self in a soidier’s cloak and a Scotch cap 
and makes his entry between day and day 
into the capital of the country that he is 
to govern” is not “going to look war 
sternly in the face,’’ Gen. Logan said that 
had Mr. Wigfall been able to look four 
years into the future and “seen the capt- 
ure of Jefferson Davis while endeavoring 
to escape, with his body inclosed in a 
wrapper and a woman’s shawl over his 
head, he would hardly have retailed this 
Bianaer. 

To the memorable last night of the 
Thirty-sixth Congress is given the title 
**Slavery’s Setting,’’ and to March 4, 1861, 
that of “Freedom’s Dawn.”’ Gen. Logan 
himself wasamember of that outgoing 
Congress and quotes from his own 
speeches, amcng the rest, yet not ob- 
trusively, and apparently only in order to 
show his devotion to the Union at that 
time. The chapter on ‘The War Drum” 

rives a somewhat lurid account of the fir- 
ing upon Sumter and the subsequent call 
of the people to arms. In the one on 
“Copperheadism vs. Union Democracy” 
the author goes into elaborate proofs that 
he was not “disloyal to the Union prior to 
the breaking out of hostilities,’ as some 
have charged. 

One of the odd features of the book is 
an elaborate description of the battle of 
Bull Run, in July, 1861; for when it is 
finished the military feature of the volume 
is dropped forthwith, and no other battles 
are depicted. Several hundred pages are 
devoted to emancipation, the early steps 

taken by Fremont, Hunter, Butler, and 
others, about the “contrabands;”’ the op- 
position of the border States to the aboli- 
tion of slavery; the immortal proclama- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln; then the arming of 
the negro, and the thirteenth amend- 
ment. The ideal orator of Gen. Logan is 
Senator Baker, of Oregon, a *‘ matchless 
genius,’”’ concerning one of whose apos- 
trophes to freedom he declares that ‘nev- 
er were grander utterances delivered by 
man in all the ages.”” And well may he 
praise the eloquent hero and patriot who 
sealed his devotion to the country with 
his blood on the field of Ball’s Bluff. 

With Lee’s surrender Gen. Logan briefly 
reverts to military affairs, but the polit- 
fcal question is quickly resumed. The as- 
gassination of President Lincoln and the 
performances of Andrew Johnson are 
dwelt on at length. if thus far the work 
is cast in historical form the two closing 
chapters are almost purely partisan, and 
red hot at that. The author talks of “the 
successive Democratic efforts to force free 
trade through the House since rebellion,”’ 
und seeks to identify free trade with se- 
cession. He holds that the South took up 
urms not only for slavery against free- 
dom, but ** for free trade agaiust a benig- 
nant tariff.”’ Rebels, he says, dictated the 
nomination of Hancock in 1880, and as to 
Cleveland’s election in 1884 we have it 
putin this way: “The solid South suc- 
ceeds at last in electing its candidate for 
President. Is this still a republic, or is it 
an oligarchy?’ The answer is, ‘‘an oli- 
garchy.”’ 

“And what next? Aye, what next,” 
proceeds the final chapter. Gen. Logan 
does not shrink from theanswer. ‘* Al- 
ready we hear the shout of partisan hosts 
marshailed behind the leaders of the dis- 
armed rebellion, in order that the same 
old political organization which brought 
distress upon this Land shall again control 
the Government. * * * Like the Old 
Man of the Sea they are now on top, and 
they MEAN TO KEEP THERE—IF THEY 
CAN.” And with this rising triple empha- 
sis of italics, small capitals, and capitals 
Gen. Logan in the same breath sounds his 
slogan and takes his leave.

MUCH FAUL!-FINDING. 


LMERICAN COMMONWEALTHSB. CALIFORNIA 
From the Conquest in 1846 to the Second Vigilance 
Committee in San Francisco. A study of American 
Character. By JOSIAH ROYCE. Boston and New- 
York: HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & Co. 


With commendable industry Mr. Royce 
has ransacked many boles and corners in 
order to find ‘materiaifor this sketch of 
Californian history. He acknowledges his 
obligations to Mr. H. H. Bancroft for per- 
mission to consult original documents; he 
has had access to important official docu- 
ments in Washington, and many libraries 
have given him help in the compilation of 
this work. Wedo not know whether Mr. 
Royce’s volume is to be considered as 
much a history as suggestions, cOmments, 
pnd criticisms on American characteris- 
tics discoverable when the first settlers 
went to California, the effects of surround- 
Ings on them, and after the conquest such 
changes as the individual members of the 
Paciic Commonwealth have undergone. 
This analysis of character, as far as the 
author i8 concerned, savors some lit- 
tle of presumption. If Mr. Royce 
tells the truth about the Californian 
of 1886, the portrait drawn is not a flatter- 
ing one. ‘ His training at home gives him 
a curious union of provincial prejudice 
with a varied, if not very exact, knowledge 
of the sorts of things that there are in this 
world. His surroundings from infancy 
have been in one sense of & cosmopolitan 
character: while much of his training has 
been rigidly or even narrowly American. 
* * * Jn short, the Californian has too 
often come to love the mere fullness of life, 
and to lack reverence for the relations of

settlement of California, the ‘Spanish con- 


quest, and its annexation to Mexico, it was 
in 1846 an outlying and neglected Proy- 
ince, The main interest in Mr. Royce's 
book is to be found in that period of Cali- 
fornian history immediately prior to the 
Mexican war, Although the author has 
devoted a great many pages to the de- 
scription of the mission of Fremont and 
the ‘action of that party of men who 
raised the Bear fiag, Wwe cannot 
state that Mr. Royce has made the 
matter any clearer. We think he has 
rather hefogged the whole question. As 
we understand it, or rather as we do not 
understand it, Mr. Royce intimates that 
the presence of Fremont in California 


| was either a State affair or entirely a fam- 


ily matter, arranged between Mr. Benton 
and Fremont, and that Mr, Buchanan was 
led by the nose. Farfrom complimentary 
is Mr. Royce in regard to those who took 
part in the conquest, Commodore Stock- 
ton, Catesby Jones, and Sloat are specially 
held up to ridicule. It is rarely that 
Mr. Royce has a good word to say for any 
one. It israthera surprise than otherwise 
to find that the Rev. Walter Colton, who 
was a Chaplain in the navy, escapes Mr. 
Royce’s sweeping censure. There is hard- 
ly a personage among those who helped to 
create California whom Mr. Royce does 
not intimate might be classed among the 
fools, brawlers, and law breakers. 

In reference to Mr. Royce’s style and 
method there is a great deal to be desired. 
He is terribly verbose. His arguments, 
even when conclusions are in his favor, are 
interminably spun out. He is overfond of 
“one.”’ In a single page (283) ‘ one’ 
bristles at the head of almost every 
sentence. From his chair of philosophy 
Prof. Royce looks calmly down on the 
Californiaa of to-day, from Crescent City 
to Fort Yuma, and finds as much fault as 
he can with the past and the present, and 
does itin a half lordly, half supercilious 
manner. When the muse of history is 
captious she is not pleasant to follow.

NEW BOOKS, 
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—A Handbook to the Works of Robert 
Browning. By Mrs. Sutherland Orr. Sec- 
ond Edition, Revised. New-York: Scrib- 
ner & Welford.—Perhaps the wonder ex- 
ists why Mr. Browning should have a 
handbook. Handbooks and glossaries fol- 
low when a poet has ceased his singing. 
hey areas tributes to the past. If Mrs. 
Sutherland Orr had devoted her 400 pages 
to the eulogy of Mr. Browning the work 


under notice would have been tire- 
some, but, strange to say, the author 
is rather freespoken, and occasionally 
taxes the poet with obscurity. When 
‘ Paracelsus’’ was published, the general 
tenor of the criticism was that it was un- 
intelligible. Conciseness, Mrs. Orr thinks, 
sometimes renders Browning difficult to 
understand. ‘There are too many harsh 
and involved passages in “‘Sordello.”’ Mr. 
Browning, so think his critics, never does 
sacrifice sense to sound, and therefore is 
indifferent to musical lines. To ‘‘ Brown- 
ing Societies” (and we are to suppose that 
to have such assemblages in the Unit- 
ed States will be in fashion) Mrs. 
Orr’s volume will be found of use. One 
may rightly question whether a future 
generation will not smile over such a com- 
mentary. Will the readers of poetry in 
the time to come understand their Brown- 
ing the better from Mrs. Orr’s volume, 
or will they be of the opinion that 
the maker of verses unintelligible in 
the past is not worthy of _ their 
present consideration? At least the 
volume under notice has the advantage of 
Mr. Browning’s inspection, and he has sup- 
plied ‘‘ two signed notes.”’ 

Douglas Jerrold was once slightly indis- 
posed. When getting better, one of 
Browning’s early works, ‘‘Sordello,’’ we 
believe, was sent him. Heread it. He did 
not understand a word. The dreadful idea 
came across his mind that his mental 
powers had gone. By and by Mrs. Jerrold 
came in. Jerrold handed her the Brown- 
ing, and implored her to read it. She took 
it, and returned it after half an hour, say- 
ing, “Douglas, I don’t know what it 
means.” “Thank God!” cried Jerrold; 
“Tam not an idiot.”’ 


—The Mark of Cain. By Andrew Lang. 
New-York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.—For 
the story of a murder ‘‘ The Mark of Cain” 
is ingeniously worked up, and it is the in- 
genuity that is really all there is in it. 
Mr. Lang, whose general acquaintance 
with literature is excellent, could hardly 
be expected to do aught else than 
to write well and fluently, but—and 


there are buts—why should he do 
anything of this kind? Perhaps the main 
idea in the story isa kind of ugiy laugh 
at philanthrophists of that peculiar va- 
riety to be found in England who start 
strange enterprises, hoping to benefit 
thereby the lower classes. Maitland, a 
man of means, of liberal education, and 
an Oxford graduate—quite a swell, in fact 
—is the proprietor of a drinking house in 
Chelsea. At least he is an honest publican, 
and insists on giving his customers sound 
beer and pure rum. Mrs. St. John De- 
lorme, a widow of wealth, opens 
an early Bun House for unfortunate girls. 
There is a first-class flashy villain, the 
Hon. Thomas Cranley, son of Lord 
Birkenhead. Cranley cheats{at baccarat 
and is adabster at poisoning. There is a 
poor drunken fellow in London who goes 
by the name of Dickey Shields, who is the 
son of Richard Johnson, and Dickey has a 
daughter, Margaret. Dickey and Mar- 
garet are befriended by Maitland. 
and Maitland, lhke the author of 
“Sandford and Merton,” wants to edu- 
cate Margaret to be his wife, and sends 
her to school. Cranley, who is ruined, 
finds out that Dick Shields’s father is dead, 
and that coal mines worth millions are 
waiting on drunken Dick. Dick has been 
tattooed ail over, having been a sailor, 
and he carries on the profession of tat- 
tooer in London. Cranley, who has kept 
from Dickey all knowledge that he is the 
heir to millions, associates with him and 
gets Dick to tattoo him. , Craniey’s ides is 
to simulate Dick and show by his tat- 
tooing that he is the true heir to the 
property. When Dick has marked Cran- 
ley all ayer with the same pattern as he 
bears, ohne day Dick is found dead in 
a cart. There is a young Dr. Barlow, 
who is wise in poisons and tattooing, and 
the author of a book, “Le Tatouage; 
Etude Médico-Légale.”” Barlow happens 
to be present when the Coroner’s in- 
quest sits on poor Dick, and, though he 
keeps it to himself, he is satisfied that 
Dick has been killed by means of 
woorari. Cranley, personating Dick, goes 
to the lawyers to claim the property, 
when Dr. Barlow, as an expert in tattoo- 
ing, unmasks his villainy. Barlow mar- 
ries Margaret, and Maitland Mrs. St. John 
Delorme. Ifthe stories designated under 
the general title of ‘‘dreadfuls’” have 
coins as prefixes to designate values, in 
contradistinction with the penny dread- 
ful, ‘‘The Mark of Cain” might be placed 
in the category of the ‘‘EKight-shilling 
Dreadful.” 

—The Fine Art Library. The Educa- 
tion of the Artist. By Ernst Chesneau 
Translated by Clara Bell. Cassell & Co. 
Limited.—M. Chesneau is catholic in his 
tastes, and though selecting for his ex- 
amples works of the modern French 
school, he urges his readers not to confine 
their attention to that school. The volume 
treats rather of the individuality of the 
artist than his manual skill. “In a 
work of art an artist in the flesh concerns 
me not; ail lseeis the share he has had in 
the confession and revelation. If every 
artist in his mortal career were on the 
level of his work they would all be more 
or less perfect, for what they put into 
their work is the best of themselves: that 
side of their nature that 1s above degrada- 
tion and death.” M. Chesneau believes 
thatin Europe art is in its decadence. 
This, he thinks, is due in part to the unrest 
arising from mental isturbance, but 
more from the too close follow- 
ing of cosmopolitan and _  tradition- 
al art. Artists paint too much 
for the elect. The elect by special study 
may enjoy charm of method, delicacy of 
modeling, drawing, finish, but it is a nar- 
row exciusiveness which the many are not 
able to appreciate. In the camp of art 
there are to-day three opposing forces, 
each with numerous adherents. € one 
follows tradition and insists that in tradi- 
tion alone may be found morality, truth, 
and taste. e call it the academicai 
school. The second camp differs from 
the first in striving to be in closer 
relationship with the existing pub- 
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follow no leader of the older period, their 
Plasiarisma are of the surreptitious kind. 

he third, and the one that shows a con- 
stant increase in its ranks, is at daggers 
drawn with tradition, and rushes violent- 
ly to the opposite extreme. It cannot 
be asserted that it 1s a camp of in- 
epts, nor does Mr, Chesneau insist 
that it is; but it wallows in vul- 
garity and makes “popular art low 
a, In the second portion of the volume 
religious art. heroic art, art and the nude, 
historical art, are carefully treated. In 
regard toethnographie art Mr. Chesneau 
writes that it began with the French cam- 
paign in Egypt in 1798. The tendency to- 
ward areheological painting induces the 
author to write the following: ‘In such 
works | appreciate the acquired talent and 
ingenuity of device; they interest me as 
some curious and complicated mechanism 
might interest me: nay, they_ amuse me 
like an elaborate toy — Vaucanson’s 
automaton, for instance. But they 
do not touch me, * * * Such 
pictures have all the merits of a well con- 
sidered historical dictionary, full of the 
latest hypotheses, the most recent discov - 
eries, the last inscriptions deciphered. 
At the conclusion of this thoughtful work 
advice of the best kind is given to those 
engaged in decorative art. and glass, 
hangings, wall papers, the ceramic art of 
sone are criticised, Mr. Chesneau, as 
may be seen, takes a desponding view of 
artas it exists. Captivating dexterity we 
have without dignity, We make pictures, 
he says, for the glorification of the human 
form, “ but no longer for the glorification 
of the human soul,” 

—The Olden Time Series. No, 1—Curi- 
osities of the Lotteries. No. 2—Days of the 
Spinning Wheel. Gleanings chiefly made 
from old newspapers of Boston and Salem. 
By Henry M. Brooks. Boston; Ticknor & 
Co.—Like Mr. John Ashton, who has been 
recalling social life in ‘England during the 
last century, Mr. Brooks is telling us of 
the ways of New-England, and more espe- 
cially of Boston and Salem, a hundred 
and odd years ago. The first lottery men- 
tioned is that of 1760, the money to be used 
for the building of a bridge over “‘ the River 
Parker, in the town of Newbury.”’ The 
whole proceeds were to be $10,000; $9,000 
was to be in prizes and $1,000 to be allotted 
for the construction of the bridge. 
Taunton had a lottery in 1761 for the 
clearing of the Great River. When Fan- 
euil Hall was burnt, during the same year, 
there was a scheme to rebuild it by means 
of alottery. Prizes amounted to $10,800. 
Lotteries were numerous and started for 
many purposes, as for a paper mill, for 
educational and “religious purposes.” 
For the Leicester Academy, at Lancaster, 
Mass., the following appears in the pro- 
spectus: ‘‘As the design of this Lot- 
tery is for promoting Piety, Virtue, and 
such of the liberal Arts and Seiences 
as may qualify the Youth to become use- 
ful Members of Society, the managers wish 
forand expect the aid of the Gentlemen 
Trustees of the Academy, the Reverend 
Clergy, and all persons who have a taste 
for encouraging said Seminary of Learn- 
ing.’ In 1794 there was a lottery for the 
“Advancement of Religion” granted by the 
General Assembly of Rhode Island. The 
rough woodcuts of the day are amusing 
and calculated to allure the credulous. 
One represents a man fishing, and 
the fishes show prizes of thousands 
of dollars. John Hancock was  op- 
posed to lotteries. In 1826 lotteries be- 
came unpopular, and laws were passed 
prohibiting them. ‘‘The Days of the 
Spinning Wheel in New-England’’ em- 
braces numerous’ topics taken from 
advertisements.

Numerous are 
the parcels of ‘‘ Likely Negroes” just come 
‘from the Gold Coast.’”? You can swap 
your colored brother in 1762, for John 
Avery will take ‘‘ Negroe Men, strong and 
hearty, tho’ not of the best moral Charac- 
ter,” and exchange them for ‘‘small Ne- 
groes.”’ John Crosby had a fiaming adver- 
tisement in 1761, where he offers ‘‘ genteel 
Grey and light Grey London-made Wigs, 
* * London black Balls, with print- 
ed directions to use them very Nice. 
* * * Bear Grees, Pomatum Excellent, 
with their use to make hair a good color.”’ 
in 1787 and 1788 spinning wheel meetings 
were popular, and the papers of the time 
give them very expansive notices. There 
is always a clergyman in attendance who 
gets the skeins of linen yarn, and he in- 
variably preaches a sermon from the text: 
‘‘She layeth her hands to the spindle and 
her hands hold the distaff.”” Quite a series 
of volumes of the same character as those 
under notice are to be compiled by Mr. 
Brooks.

A MURDER SUSPECTED. 

The body of Franklin Rupert Reed, of 
Grinnell, Iowa, the Yale divinity student, which 
was found floating at the foot of Gouverneur- 
street last Thursday, lies in the undertaking 
shop of Michael P. Daly, in East Twenty-sixth- 
street, awaiting the arrival of Frederick R.

No further light bas been thrown on the 
cause of his death, but his friends still refuse to 
believe that the bullet hole in the left temple 
was inflicted by a weapon in his own hands, 
Their suspicion of murder rests on the fact that 
Reed had not been subject to melancholy, but 
was a geoial, muscular man, who was entirely 
without fear. He left New-Haven to come 
down and hear New-York’s great preachers and 
see the city. The fact that he wore a biue- 
checked blouse when found leads them to sup- 
pose that he donneditin imitation of a long- 
shoreman, and, in his ignorance of a large city, 
wentinto dangerous quarters. No one of the 
passengers on the Starin boat, on which he 
traveled to New-York, has yet appeared with 
explanatory details of his conduct while on the 
steamer, though the facts which would clear 
up the mystery surrounding his death might be 
learned fromthem. The arrival of his brother 
will put more energy into the investigation, and 
the: theory of foul play will then be sifted.

The question of accepting or rejecting 
the Senate’s subsidy amendment to the 
Post Office Appropriation bill will, it is 
expected, come up in the House to-day. 
The House committee has reported in 
favor of rejection, and all the Democrats 
in the House with any claim to indi- 
vidual capacity or party leadership are in 
favor of sustaining the committee. Butour 
Washington dispatches indicate that the 
final result is doubtful. The subsidy is un- 
justifiable in every sense, and we have no 
doubt:that this will be made plain if any 
reasonable debate is allowed in the House. 
But asthe Republicans, as a rule, favor 
the subsidy on general principles, and as 
their leaders have deliberately adopted the 
policy of trying to force on the Democrats 
responsibility for as much reckless ex- 
penditure as possible, everything will de- 
pend on the firmness of the Democratic 
majority, a trait of which they have s0 
far shown small signs. 








Among the appropriations in the pend- 
ang River and Harbor bill is one of $265,000 
for continuing the improvement of Sabine 
Pass and Blue Buck Bar, in Texas. One 
would suppose that Sabine Pass must be 
a great commercial outlet, for only $150,- 
600 is appropriated for the harbor of 
New-York. But Col. OCHILTREE, of Tex- 
as, an advocate of liberal appropria- 
tions, asserts that Sabine Pass ‘* does 
not do $10,000 worth of business in 
a year,” and that the expenditure of 
$5,000,000 upon it will not swell its com- 
merce to $25,000. In 1880 the population 
of the entire county adjoining this pass 
was only 3,489. There is a little settle- 
ment on the shore of the pass whose pop- 
ulation is 460. An officer of the Coast 
Survey declared upon his return from Sa- 
bine Pass last year that the land adjoin- 
ing the pass had been bought by a syndi- 
cate of Northern capitalists, who hoped to 
make a profit if the mud should be dredged 
out of the channel. The settlement he 
described as follows: ‘Its population is 
variously estimated at from 200 to 500. 
There are four stores, two barrooms, a 
newspaper, one hotel, and a Post Office, 
with a tri-weekly mail.” Still, this pass 
has for some years been receiving very 
large appropriations. In 1882 Secretary 
LINCOLN reported that the cost of com- 
pleting the work which the Government 
had begun would be $2,876,310. Perhaps 
the Senate Committee on Commerce will 
be able to show that the expenditure of 
this money is required for the benefit of 


commerce.

Our Washington dispatches indicate 
how far the requirements of simple hon- 
esty and fidelity in public office will go

MILLER, Commissioner of Internal Reve- 


nue, with the exception of a brief and in- 


cidental subjection to the wiles of Ev- 
GENE HIGGINS, has, it seems, steadily 
adhered to the _ policy of  secur- 
ing the best men he _ could _ for 
responsible positions, One result is the 


retention of all but two of the chiefs of 


division under him—and of these two one 
resigned of his own motion and one to es- 
cape dismissal—while he has made no re- 
movals among the twenty revenue agents 
whose appointment is in his hands, That 
is a remarkable showing, and, while it will 
not commend him or the President to the 
modern school of Jeffersonian Democrats, 


it will be entirely satisfactory to honest 
men of all parties. 








The Captain of the fishing schooner, the 
David J. Adams, who has returned to his 
home with his crew, denies emphatically 
that he purchased bait at Digby Basin, 
where his vessel was seized, or at any other 
point in the Dominion. He says he had 
on board when visited by Capt. Scort, of 
the Lansdowne, 11 8-4 barrels of bait, but 
that this was obtained in Eastport, Me. 
He also explains his presence in Digby 
Basin by the statement that he went there 
to visit some friends three miles distant 
from the town. This testimony is con- 
firmed by the detailed reports in the Cana- 
dian press, which state that Capt. Scort 
acted in seizing the Adams on very im- 
perfect evidence and with much hesita- 
tion. As the basis of an international 
dispute the incident, the more it is exam- 
ined, tends the more to become slightly 
ridiculous. 








The bill for the extension and widening 
of Elm-street ought to pass the Legis- 
lature before its adjournment. We have 
already pointed out the necessity and 
wisdom of this improvement. It will 
open a new and direct thoroughfare 
eighty feet wide from the Post Office to 
the Grand Central Station, and will 
furnish a very much needed relief to 
Broadway, which is now greatly over- 
crowded with trucks and vehicles of all 
kinds from morning till night. But the 
chief reason which commends this 
project to public approval is its certain 
effect in giving new life and value to a 
a quarter of the city in which real estate 
is neither profitable to its owners for busi- 
ness purposes nor to the city for assess- 
ment and taxation, We have no doubt 
that the city would be very speedily re- 
imbursed, through the increased assessa- 
ble valuation, for the $1,125,000 which it 
is asked to expendin defraying one-half 
the cost of this improvement. With a 
view to making Elm-street and its contin- 
uation to Fourth-avenue at Ninth-street in 
the highest degree an avenue of public 
utility and convenience the Legislature 
might very properly enact that it be kept 
free from the nuisance of car tracks.

A GOOD BEGINNING. 


The conviction of Alderman JAEHNE 
will do more to purify the murky political 
atmosphere of this misgoverned city than 
a dozen citizens’ movements could do. In 
the case of the Aldermen of 1884 civic de- 
bauchery had gone too far for preach- 
ment, too far for the curative action of 
reform movements. It was a case for in- 
voking the sternest remedies of the Penal 
Code, a case for the State prison, and if 
no unwisely lenient Judge shall bar the 
way, to State prison this corrupt and 
convicted Alderman will go to expiate his 
transgression. 

But we think we do not mistake the 
general opinion in saying that this verdict 
was a surprise tothe public. The general 
confidence in the outcome of jury trials 
for crimes against the Government, Na- 
tional, State, or City, is not great. These 
crimes, in the nature of the case, are 
mostly committed for the sake of getting 
money, and in this brisk and bustling 
country there is too little disposition to 
inquire closely into the means by which 
money is got, so little that, save in the 
most outrageous cases of public robbery, 
such crimes are readily condoned and 
forgotten. And as a petit jury is buta 
section of the general public, carefully 
selected with a view to securing through 
it an expression of the average opinion 
upon a given body of evidence, it has 
come to be the habit of the community to 
expect an acquittal, or, at most, a dis- 
agreement in prosecutions such as that 
which has resulted in the conviction of 
Alderman JAEHNE. But, aside from 
these general reasons, there were special 
causes of doubt and apprehension in 

this case. There was a reasonable fear 
that, notwithstanding the overwhelming 


moral evidence of bribery, the prosecution * 


would be unable to make its case legally 
effective. The necessity of furnishing 
circumstantial evidence corroborative of 
J AEHNE’s confession to Inspector BYRNES 
was well understood. It was feared, 
moreover, that the ferocious attacks 
of the counsel of the accused upon 
Mr. Byrnes and his detectives might 
greatly weaken or altogether destroy 
the effect of the incriminating confession 
upon the minds of the jury. Fortunately, 
the trial was short, the witnesses few, and 
their testimony simple in its character. 
The jury was thus spared the confusion 
and bewilderment of a complicated the- 
ory of prosecution and defense, and this 
no doubt contributed largely to the 
promptness with which it reached its 
unquestionably sound cénclusion. 

But more than to any arguments of 
counsel, more than to any other influence 
save that of the vital evidence itself. this 
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just verdict is due to the able, lucid, and 
masterly charge of. JUDGE Barrett. 
Weighty as this charge is upon the side of 
right and truth and honesty, it cannot be 
called unfair to the accused. Its merci- 


less denunciation of the criminal business 


of bribery, and its clear setting forth of 


the evils and dangers of allowing such 
crimes to go unpunished, could do no 
harm to the defendant if he were in- 
nocent and its analysis of the nature 


of the crime of bribery, and of the princi- 
ples governing the application of the law 


in this case, was as impartial as any honest 
man could expect or any guilty man hope 
for. It was sucha charge as the crime 
and the evidence made fit and proper, and 
in reading it every right-minded citizen 


will feel asense of gratification and se- 


curity because of the fact that this able, 


upright, and clear-headed Judge presides 
at the trial of these accused Aldermen. 
There will be a sense of satisfaction and 


of hopefulness also in the vindication 
which this verdict furnishes of Judge 


Barret?’s unshaken confidence in our 
present jury system. 

To the fifteen indicted Aldermen of 
1884 who are now out on bail the news 


of JAEHNE’S conviction will have a start- 


ling significance, The essential fact of 
the bribery is no longera matter of in- 
ference or of merely moral certainty, but 
stands now as legally proved before 
a jury. The weight and value of the 
corroborative evidence yet to be in- 
troduced as the other indicted Alder- 
men, one by one, are placed on 
trial will be greatly increased by the sub- 
stantial fact that one conviction has al- 
ready been had. The other trials will 
promptly follow, no doubt, and the public 
can now look forward to them with rea- 
sonable confidence—certainly with greatly 
increased hopefulness—that in those cases 
as in JAEHNE’S the desirable result of a 
conviction will be attained. 








EXTRAVAGANCE AND SILVER. 

The majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives are apparently as deaf to the 
warnings of their more careful leaders as 
they are to those of experience. The 
President and his heads of departments, 
on whom rests the primary responsibility 
of advising as to the use of the public 
money, have raised their voices time and 
again against the reckless disposition 
to drain the Treasury. Mr. Morrison, 
on whom also lies an_ obligation 
of a like nature, since he is the head 
of the committee whose duty it is to provide 
revenue for the Government, has joined 
his voice to that of the Executive, and 
Mr. Hewitt, who is one of the most ex- 
perienced and keen-sighted, if not always 
the most consistent, of the Democratic 
statesmen, has been even more emphatic 
than Mr. Morrison. But instruction, 
counsel, exhortation, and even threats 
have very little effect with the greater 
number of the majority, who are bent on 
the interests of their own localities and on 
securing these by that peculiarly effective 
and disgraceful policy known as logroll- 
ing. This was shown on Saturday by the 
passage of the bill for a Sub-Treasury at 
Louisville, Ky., against the protests of the 
gentlemen we have referred to and the 
advice of the United States Treasurer 
that the new Sub-Treasury would be 
worse than useless, 

The amount of money involved in the 
bill is not alarming in itself, though it 
will involve further expenditure here- 
after which cannot be definitely esti- 
mated; but the bill is one of a great num- 
ber of measures which are constantly 
being pressed, sometimes by themselves 
and oftener in the larger appropriation 
bills, and the arguments by which this 
one was sustained are peculiar. The chief 
of them, and the one that appeared to be 
received with the greatest approval by 
the majority in the House, was that a 
Sub-Treasury at Louisville would make it 
more convenient for the region connected 
with that thriving town to get silver dol- 
lars. The opinion of Mr. JorDaN that the 
Sub-Treasury was not needed, and 
that it would increase not only 
the expenses but the risks of the 
Treasury, was put aside with the pertinent 
remark that Mr. Jorpan had never shown 
himself anxious to promote the circula- 
tion of silver, and therefore his authority 
in this matter was of no account. It was 
not denied that Mr. JorpaN is the officer 
on whom the law imposes the care of the 
Sub-Treasuries, and that he is not only so 
placed as to know, but he is required by 
law to know, exactly what the necessities 
of the Government are and to what dan- 
gers it is exposed. Nor was it by any one 
denied that under the law as it now 
stands, and by the unvarying practice of 
the Treasury Department, any human 
being in the region of the Southwest or 
in any other part of the Union from 
Alaska to Texas can have all the silver 
dollars he is able and willing to pay for 
laid down at his door entirely free of ex- 
pense. 

It might be supposed from this that the 
argument based on the need of a new dis- 
tributing agency for silver was merely a 
pretext to get the bill for the Louisville 
Sub-Treasury through. But we hardly 
think so, Doubtless there were other mo- 
tives. The spending of from $15,000 to 
$30,000 a year in salaries in that 
city had a good deal to do with 
it. But the silver argument was gen- 
uine, even if untenable, If our sil- 
ver friends never used any arguments 
that could not be justified by reason, based 
on experience, they would soon be silenced, 
and there is not the slightest prospect of 
any suchchangeinthem, They really be- 
lieve that the only reason why all the silver 
coined by the United States mints does not 
find its way into circulation is that the 
executive officers of the Government are 
‘hostile’ to it. They must know that 
there is no power in these officers to pre- 
vent its circulation if they wished, and 
that all they have done in that direction 
is to cease to send silver certificates all 
over the land free of charge, a practice 
never authorized by law or justified by 
prudence or common sense. But having 
got it into their heads that the silver dol- 
lar is ‘‘ cheap,” and that, therefore, every 
one wants it, they can conceive of no, 
reason for its sticking in the Treasury: 
except that it is kept there by force. 
Between the two motives—the crazy de-_ 





sire to force silver on the public and the 
reckless determination to secure the ex- 
penditure of public money whenever 
they can—the majority made haste to 
pass the bill for the Louisville Sub-Treas- 


ury. It will probably pass the Sen- 


ate, too, that body having long since 


ceased to be acheck upon the extrava- 
gance of the lower house. But we vent- 
ure to think that it will not receive the 
President’s approval, that high officer 
being addicted to using the powers in- 


trusted to him with some sense of the ob- 
ligation he owes to the whole country, 





STOLEN LANDs.

in theearly days of the session it reported 
bills confirming several alleged Span- 


ish grants in New-Mexico. The committee 
assumed that the testimony of the claim- 
ants and the surveys and recommenda- 


tions of surveyors-general were trust- 
worthy, The infamous history of Spanish 
grant jobs in the Southwest was apparently 


a sealed book to its members. Not long 
ago, however, they became convinced that 
there might be something wrong about 


these claims, and they decided to allow 
the favorably reported bills to lie on the 


calendar. The committee then reported a 
bill creating a commission of three per- 
sons ‘‘to ascertain and settle private land 
claims in New-Mexico, Arizona, and Colo- 
rado.” On the 10th inst. this bill was 
passed by the House. In the Senate there 
has been reported a bill sending these 
claims to the Federal courts, 

The manufacture of claims under al- 
leged Spanish grants and the fraudulent 
expansion of claims that had been manu- 
factured have for many years been 
prominent and most profitable industries 
in New-Mexico, A report recently sent to 
Congress contains the history of one of 
these claims. In this case it is not denied 
that a tract of land near the city of Santa 
Fé was granted to SAaLvapDOR GONZALES in 
1742, GoNZALES asked the Governor and 
Captain-General of the Territory for a spot 
of land to be used as acornfield, and a 
tract which he selected was given to him. 
Surveyor-General JULIAN had this tract 
carefully surveyed in January last, and 
ascertained that it contained only 181 
acres. No larger tract could be inclosed 
by the landmarks that had been specified, 
But when the claimants filed their peti- 
tion in 1873 the ‘‘cornfield” had grown 
until it covered 375 square miles! The 
grant as surveyed under Surveyor-Gen- 
eral ATKINSON covered 162 square miles. 

Official reports describe many other 
fraudulent claims by the side of which 
this is a small matter. Years ago the 
Cafion de Chama grant covered only 
4,428 acres, but those who now ask for its 
confirmation assert that they are entitled 
to 472,786 acres, and they have been sup- 
ported by reports from the Land Office. 
The Nolan grant, as confirmed in 
1870, covered 48,000 acres. In 1880 
the case was “reopened,” and an 
official survey that covered 575,000 acres 
was forwarded to Washington. For 
some years the inhabitants of Southern 
Arizona have protested against the con- 
firmation of the Peralta grant, which is 
said to cover a tract 49 miles wide and 
150 miles long, or more than 4,000,000 
acres, including the chief cities of the 
Territory. Commissioner SPARKS has dis- 
covered that there is no record of this 
grant or of anything like it. 

‘‘ The files of this office,” the Commis- 
sioner says in his annual report, ‘‘ groan 
with the pitiful appeals of settlers to be 
protected against fraudulent surveys of 
private land claims, which appear gen- 
erally to have received no more attention 
than to be buried in the tomb of official 
archives. Recent memorialists, praying 
legal intervention to save their homes 
and property from seizure under a 
patent issued in 1881 for near- 
ly 1,000,000 acres to the claimants 
of the Sangre de Cristo grant in Colorado, 
which, if existent and valid, was re- 
stricted by the laws of Mexico to one- 
tenth of the quantity conveyed by this 
office, say, upon a recital of frauds and 
injuries alleged, that ‘against these 
wrongs petitions time and again have been 
filed, directed to the Honorable Secretary 
of the Interior, all of which might 
as well have been’ directed or 
consigned to a fiery furnace.” In 
proceedings before Congress, courts, 
and commissions, claimants have had the 
field mainly to themselves, and solemn 
confirmations have erected the weakest of 
prima facie claims into valid titles and 
transmuted the most absurd demands 
into impregnable rights. Boundaries 
have been steadily magnified with lapse 
of time until in many instances encroach- 
ment upon the public domain by one 
claimant ceases only when it clashes 
with the pretensions of another.” 

The history of these fraudulent grants 
tends to confirm the recently expressed 
opinion of the Hon. E. B. WASHBURNE 
that ‘‘ the General Land Office for the last 
15 or 20 years has, according to my judg- 
ment, been the most corrupt department 
that ever existed in any Government on 
the face of the earth.” Claims of this 
kind that have an honest basis should be 
speedily adjusted, and others that have a 
basis of fraud should be finally rejected 
without delay. Thesymmetrical develop- 
ment of the Southwest depends in great 
measure upon an honest settlement of 
these questions and others affecting the 
public lands, 


THE CANTOR BILL AND THE CABLE, 


The amended Cantor bill is to come up 
on its final passage this week, and as the 
Legislature is to adjourn sine die on 
Thursday but a very short time remains 
for putting it in a safe form and sending 


it to the Governor. In its present shape 
the billis a substitute for chapter 65 of 
the laws of this year, and if it passes in 
this form the restrictive clause of the 
original Cantor act, which practically 
loosened the grip of the Cable Road 
from seventy miles of the streets of 
New-York, will be repealed and 
the cable company will be placed 
once more.on advantageous ground. This | 
objection might be overcome, perhaps, , 
by making the new bill an amendment 


‘which is really all that it is intended to 
be, thus leaving the original restrictive 
clause operative; but if this is not found 
advisable by the members having the 
measure in charge, certainly some pro- 


vision should be made to prevent the bill 


from again opening the streets of New- 
York to the cable project. . 

The bill as it stands, leaving the 
absence of the restrictive clause out 
of the question altogether, is looked 
upon by the cable men as giving 


to their company an advantage over 


every other that may be organized under 
it. It provides for the payment to the 
city of 3 per cent. of the gross receipts of 
the company which obtains the fran- 
chise for the first five years and 5 per 


cent, afterward, and that the franchise 
shall be sold to the company which offers, 


not to pay the largest lump sum, but to 
charge the smallest rate of fare. This 
provision was offered as an amendment 


to the original bill by the legislative 
friends of the cable company and was 


voted down. It now appears as the main 
feature of the perfected bill, and apparent- 
ly has the support of the great body of the 
Legislature. Under it the cable men have 


assured their friends that they can have 


no competition in bidding for their seven- 
ty-mile franchise, because the five-cent 
fare with their system of transfers will be 
lower than any rate which any competing 
company which uses animal power can 
offer. The transfer system, as has been 
repeatedly shown in these columns, is a 
fraud upon the public, and does not ac- 
complish what is claimed for it, as the 
experience of Philadelphia proves, but 
in making its bids the cable company 
will include it as an important element 
of its service which the traveling public 
must pay for. If the bill is passed with 
this provision some clause should certain- 
ly be inserted which will prevent the 
cable company from becoming virtually 
a monopolist under its terms, and grind- 
ing under foot all competition, which will 
be the result, if, as the promoters of the 
scheme claim, their transfer system, 
which has proved a failure in Philadel- 
phia, is to be taken into account in esti- 
mating the relative cheapness of fares 
proposed in the bids for the franchise. 

In the law regulating the paving of the 
streets of this city precisely such a monop- 
oly as this now contemplated is prevent- 
ed by a provision which declares that 
no patent pavement shall be laid, be- 
cause patents are the exclusive property 
of some one company, and there can be 
no competition in bidding for their use. 
This principle might be utilized to advan- 
tage in perfecting the ‘‘ perfected” Cantor 
bill. The cable system is patented, and 
only those controlling the patent can use 
it. If cheapness of fares is to be the 
standard upon which franchises are to be 
granted, the Legislature owes it to the 
people of this city that the service pro- 
vided shall be good, and patent monopo- 
lies against which no competition can be 
had should be ruled out altogether. Pos- 
sibly this would be the quickest and best 
way to getrid of the cable nuisance. It 
has been a source of continual annoyance 
and danger to the taxpayers of New- York 
ever since the Legislature met, and jobs 
without number have been proposed in its 
interest. A more commendable act could 
not be done by the “legislators before leav- 
ing Albany than that of putting an end to 
the whole business of cable scheming in 
this city, and the Cantor bill can be easily 
amended so as to do this. 








CRIPPLING THE HEALTH BOARD. 


Actuated apparently by very political 
economy, Gov. HILL has again seen fit to 
cripple the State Board of Health by veto- 
ing the small item of $3,000 granted by 
the Legislature for the constantly in- 
creasing duties of sanitary investigation 
and expert aid in numerous localities, 
The published reason for this retrench- 
ment is a reiteration of last year’s opinion 
that the ‘‘ regular appropriation” ought 
to suffice for all the work of the board; 
but we cannot avoid a conjecture that 
some more profound and practical states- 
manlike motive lies behind this state- 
ment. With the scrupulous and mi- 
nute consideration which, of course, his 
Excellency bestows on every subject 
brought to his official notice, he must be 
aware that although the board is directed 
by law to ‘‘ take cognizance of the inter- 
ests of life and health among the people of 
the State, to make inquiries in respect to 
the causes of disease and especially of epi- 
demics, to investigate the sources of mor- 
tality and the effects of localities, employ- 
ments, and other conditions upon the pub- 
lic health,” and although for these pur- 
poses it is empowered to engage suitable 
persons to make “‘ practical and scientific 
investigatious and examinations requiring 
expert skill,” it cannot expend more than 
five thousand dollars in any one year ‘‘ for 
such special sanitary service” out of the 
statutory appropriation. His thorough 
familiarity with the distribution of voting 
constituencies must have shown him that 
there are thirteen hundred local Boards of 
Health in the State, the majority of which 
appeal from time to time to the State 
Board for skilled investigation and advice 
in vital questions beyond their own capac- 
ity to solve. Furthermore, the board is 
specifically ordered to maintain a complete 
registration of marriages, births, and 
deaths occurring in the whole State outside 
of five excepted cities; and in a popula- 
tion of about 5,557,400 (we are obliged to 
estimate the total by the usual mathe- 
matical process, since his Excellency’s 
veto of the appropriation for the census 
last year prevents our giving exact figures) 
a simple calculation will demonstrate that 
at least 62,000 deaths and 94,000 births 
should be annually registered in the cen-. 
tral bureau with the necessary details for 
identification. 

If, as we are bound to believe, Mr. Hrnn 
has perused the reports presented to him 
by Mr. Erastus Brooks, Chairman of the.

to engage a single permanent inspector. 
Can it be that his Excellency fears that 


the residents in Republican or ““Mugwump- 
ish” communities may display more in- 


telligent solicitude for the preservation of 
life than those in the strongholds of the 
‘“‘machine Democracy,” and that the 
tougher nature and more obstinate tenacity 


of the latter may suffice, unaided, for their 
survival while the number of their op 


ponents will be diminished? His Excel- 
lency’s unconcealed contempt for the opin- 
ion of the visionary class which places 
public welfare above partisan advantages 


lends color to,this hypothesis, especially as 
none other seems applicable to the con- 
ditions of the case. 








The bill reducing the term of imprison- 
ment for debt to six months when the in- 


debtedness exceeds $500, and to three 


months if it be a less sum, has passed 
both branches of the Legislature. The 
Legislature, however, has failed to pass 
Assembly bill No. 908, which was in- 
tended to accompany this measure and 
seems to be an essential part of the re- 
form its friends hope to accomplish. So 
long as Ludlow-Street Jail is occupied 
by a reasonable number of insolvent 
debtors the Sheriff is able to get 
along very well upon the allowance 
made to him by the county for 
their support, but the practical abolition 
of imprisonment for debt will so diminish 
the number of his “‘ boarders” as to se- 
riously impair the revenues out of which 
he must maintain the jail, with its War- 
den and keepers. Sheriff Grant com- 
plains that it would be a gross injustice 
and a source of great loss to him should 
the Legislature fail to pass the supple- 
mentary bill, which provides that the 
county shall pay the salaries of the War- 
den and keepers. This complaint seems 
to us to be well founded, and it was 
clearly the intention of the supporters of 
the bill dealing with imprisonment for 
debt that Assembly bill No. 908 should ac- 
company it on its way to the Governor. 








Shocking to relate, some designing person 
appears to haveimposed on the innocenceand cre- 
dulity of the Associated Press agent who cabled 
to this country, from England, on Saturday, 
the information that the Galatea sailed 
for New-York, and afterward put back to 
Portsmouth in consequence of damage to 
her sails. The impression prevails among 
yachtsmen here that the Ga/atea, before starting 
for this country, will sail severa! races in English 
waters. Notably that of the Royal Thames 
Yacht Club, on or about June 12, from 
Nore to Dover, open to all comers, and 
that of the Royal Cinque Ports Yacht 
Club at Dover on the succeeding day, for the 
purpose of testing the effect of the alterations 
made in her rig and ballast during the past Win- 
ter. As the yacht racing season in England 
opens in a few days, the Galatea was in all prob- 
ability merely trying her sailsina stiff north- 
easter when she went out on Saturday. She will 
not start for this country until the latter part of 
June, and then she will sail, not for New-York, 
but for Boston, where her racing spars will be 
sent by steamer. 





The second annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Congress of Churches will be heldin Cleveland 
next week, beginning on Tuesday and contin- 
uing three days. Gov. FORAKER, of Ohio, 
wiil preside, and a considerable number of well 
known writers and speakers have already made 
preparations to take part in the proceedings, 
This organization is one which easily commends 
itself to Christians of many creeds. It has no 
Official connection with any denomination, al- 
though its membership is composed of active 
clergymen and regular church patrons. The 
aim is to make itan organization belonging to 
the whole country and of vital interest and 
usefulness to all the churches, and yet inde- 
pendent of the churches. The wellbeing, union, 
and progress of the churches, however, are es- 
sentially the reasons forits existence, The Con- 
gress was organized in Western Massa- 
chusetts, and its general Management 
is confided to a Council of twenty-five 
persons. This Council elects from its own 
members a Committee of Seven, who are the 
executive. No attempt isto be made to establish 
a society or to put forth acreed. On thecontrary, 
the object simply is tosecurea full and frank 
discussion of great religious subjects in which 
Christians are interested, including those about 
which Christians differ, and one of the rigid 
rules of the Congress ts that no topic which has 
been under discussion, and no gquestion of 
doctrine that may arise outof any discussion, 
shall be submitted to a vote at any meeting. 
The Chairman of the Council is now the Rev. 
Dr. JOSEPH ANDERSON, of Waterbury, Conn., 
and the New-York members of it are the Rev. 
Drs. WILLIAM ORMISTON, CHARLES 8S. ROBIN- 
SON, and JESSE B. THOMAS, the Rev. THEODORE 
C. Wrutrams, and Mr. A. D. F. KANDOLPH. 
Among those who will make addresses at the 
coming meeting are the Rev. Drs. DANIEL 
CuRRY, REUBEN JEFFERY, B. B. TYLER, and W. 
8. RAINSFORD. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for reduced fares on the railroads. 





LABOR NOTES. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—An agreement 
bas been reached between the striking garment 
cutters and the clothing manufacturers, and the 
strikers will resume work to-morrow morning. 
The men had struck for eight hours, 
but at a conference last night between 
committees representing the manufact- 


urers and tbe strikers a compromise was 
effected on a basis of 54hours a week, 9346 hours 
to constitute a day’s work 5 days in the week 
and 6% hours on Saturday, the cutters to re- 
ceive the wages paid for 10 hours’ work before 
the strike. There were about 1,000 cutters on 
strike and nearly 15,000 hands dependent on them 


for work. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 16. -—- The 
Miners and Laborers’ Amalgamated Associa- 
tions in Luzerne and Lackawanna Counties have 
invited all the coal operators and mine owners 
in both counties to a meeting to be held here on 
May 22 to discusss the question of the adoption 
of the eight-hour measure. It is not yet known 
whether the operators and owners will consent 
to meet tbe miners, and should they refuse to 
do so it is considered more than praqpable that a 
strike will take place. 


TEXARKANA, Texas, May 16.—Informa- 
tion reached here to-day that a general strike 
was inaugurated yesterday at the large lumber 
mills of N. & Matthews, in the pineries 20 miles 
below here. The mills employ 100 men, who are 
demanding shorter hours and back pay. It is 
thought that the nine-hour movement will ex- 
tend through the entire pinery region.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 





MONEY STILL COMING IN—A RECTOR TG@ 
BE APPOINTED. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The heartinesg 
and enthusiasm with which the project of erect« 
ing in Washington a Roman Catholic university 
has been received by Catholics in all aec« 
tions of the country are sufficient evidence 
that it will become a solid and concrete fact be-« 
fore very long. Subscriptions still continue te 
pourin, Already the sum in hand is sufficient to 
warrant the commencement of building. The 
major portion of the million dollars, which was 
to be collected for the cost and endowment of th 
university, is in hand, and more is stil 
coming. The committee held a meeting 
last week in Baltimore and selected three of the 
ten plans for the building which had been sent 
in by some of the principal architects of the 
country. Itis probabie that the best features 
ot these three designs will be incorporated into 
one when a final decision is made. Ground wil} 
not be broken for the erection of the building 
unt!] next Spring, but when operations are once 
commenced they will be “pushed forward with 
rapidity. ‘ 

The uew institution is to be a university and 
nota college. It will be founded on a similar 
system to that in vogue at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. It is not proposed to givea professiona 
education in the university, but the course wilt 
be so modeled that none but post graduates an 
those who have received their professional educa- 
tion will be eligibie for admission. It will bethe 
finishing course. In this way it will not interfere 
in any way with the existing colleges. At first 
instruction will confiued to the three 
branches of learning—philosophy, theology, and 
Philology, and will afterward includs law and 
medicine. Dr. Chapelle says that “ One of the 
principal reasons that Washington was chosen 
as the site of the university was because 
the students could here mix with the 
superior minds of this and other coune 
tries, and take advantage of. the many 
valuable scientific collections the  librae 
ries and the courses of scientific lectures, &c. 
which are to be found here.” The question of 
the internal management of the university was 
the subject of much discussion at the last meet- 
ing of the committee, some members favoring 
the election of a Rector, and others opposing it, 
It was finaliy decided to elect one, which was 
accordingly done. It is believed that Arche 
bishop Spaulding was the man so honored. The 
management of the interior of the university 
will be intrusted to the members of a relizioug 
society. with whom arrangements are now being 
made.

THE MAJOR’S PET HOBBY 


—_—_.——_——- 
HOW HE STOCKED HIS MODEL 
FARM ON RUSSIAN RIVER, 


HIS EXPERIENCE WITH HONEYMAKERS AND 
AN INCUBATOR—THE LIVE STOCK YET 
TO BE HEARD FROM. 

Prratuma, Cal., May 7.—Yesterday, as 
‘we had recovered from the bear hunt, the Major 
suggested that we run over to his model farm on 
Russian River and he would show us what he 
would have done with the farm if the climate 
hadn't been against him. We were surprised to 
hear the Major bring up this old subject of his 
model farm. Six years ago, when he contem- 
plated buying a farm, he talked of nothing but 
Bgricuiture, thought of nothing but crops, and 
read no fiction but works on agrarian husband- 
ry, taking ali the authors in rotation from Agri- 
cola to Horace Greeley. It you met the Major 
on the street he couldn’t stop a minute—had an 
engagement to go down and see a new plow; if 
you called at his office you would find him run- 
ning throughia treatise on hens; if you called 
et his house the chances were ten to 
one he would keep you until 2 o’clock 
in the morning arguing about the rela- 
tion of fertilizers to Winter rye. I tried 
to dodge by saying I didn’t know anything 
about fertilizers or about rye either; that I gen- 
erally preferred bourbon any way, and—but the 
Major wouldn’t have it. He said that every man 
should understand farming; he couldn't expect 
to learn anything about this great country with- 
out first studying the cropsand the methods of 
their production; and if a man didn’t know any- 
thing about the country how could he vote 
properly or even conduct himself decently in 
any station of life? I wasn't prepared to an- 
swer this, so the Major got out four works on 
fertilizers, two volumes of cereal statistics, and 
a demijohn, and we sat there and filled ourselves 
up with information and gladness until day- 
break, when we were both so full of science and 
enthusiasm that I couldn’t see and the Major 
went to bed on the floor. 

The Major finally decided to buy a tract on 
Russian River, near Healdsburg, in Sonoma 
County. The tract was known up to this time 
as Smith’s Ranch, but the Major said be was 
going to change that immediately and call it 
Sunnyside Farm, or something rural and poetic 
—“ranch” was too vulgar. <A “ranch,” he said, 
plways suggested to him a log house full of 
cowboys and bedbugs, and a bad pasture 
stuffed with long-horned Texas steers built like 
a bat rack. His was to be a model farm—no 
cowboys or vulgarity about it. He selected 
Sonoma Valley because of the climate—it was 
hot enough for figs, apricots, grapes, and per- 
haps bananas, and cool engsugh for barley and 
plums, bees and cider. He likewise thought to- 
bacco might be grown in places where the soil 
was too rich for melons, and finally decided he 
wouid plant an acre in Lone Jack and half an 
acre in Fine Cut for household use ana to send 
to his friends. 

Well, he bought the ranch, and old Smith, 
who had been starving for four years, proceeded 
to whoop things up in Petaluma that evening 
on the strength of the sale and died two days 
later of his excessive joy, complicated with an 
ophiological malady which compelled him to 
spend his last hours in a strait jacket. T 
the Major bade us all good-bye for the present 
and went up to superintend the new buildings 
and putin tne stock. The Major said the stock 
was something one couldn’t be too careful 
about. He didn’t care for large numbers at 
first, he said; what he wanted was quality. So 
be went up to Stanforda’s ranch to select a few. 
The man showec him the Jerseys and Alderneys 
pnd the Major picked out three bulls and three 
cows of each kind. Afterward he told us the 
man tried at first to get him to take one bull and 
five cows—even told him that was the correct 
thing—but the Major sald he was no fool 
if he did have money. He wanted bulls 
enough and he was going to have 
tnem—he wasn’t going to have a Mormon settle- 
ment on his farm if he knew it. Then he got 
some Southdown sheep—four rams and aewe— 
which he said were more for picturesqueness 
than anything else,and the man agreed with 
him and remarked that a droye of Southdown 
rams, take it all in all, was one of the most 
picturesque and unique things that could be 
Been on a farm, and he was glad the Major was. 
going tu bave one, and that if the Major found 
later on he would like a few more rams be would 
be glad to accommodate him. Then he showed 
the Mujor some large mules, which he said he 
had imported from Italy especially for breeding 
purposes, and advised the Major to buy seven or 
sight as a starter, for, he remarked, he knew no 
farmers on the coast who made a specialty of 
breeding mules—they didn’t seem to get the 
knack, somenow—but be knew by the way the 
Major had picked out his Southdowns that the 
mule question would be easy for him. So the 
Major invested and had the stock shipped. 

While agriculture and fertilizers were the 
Major's strong points, he said he wasn’t going to 
jet the model farm suffer for want of life about 
it. He realized the importance of poultry, and 
ordered a dozen varieties from a fancier, who 
expressed at once his entire satisfaction at the 
number of roosters desired, and said he would 
also let the Major have some guinea fowl and 
pouter and ruff pigeons cheap, and the Major 
gotthem. Then he bought an incubator. He 
said it was the duty of a scientific man to assist 
nature. and he didn’t intend to have the hens on 
bis farm wearing themselves ragged by sitting 
three weeks on a nest, when all one had todo 
was shove eggs in the incubator, lizht the lamp, 
and hatch out as many Spring chickens as he 
wanted. He also purchased six patent hives 
with glass partitions between the apartments, 
and got half adozen swarms of Royal Italian 
hybrid bees, which were very expensive, but the 
man who sold them said they were the most or- 
namental bee he knew of, and were better fitted 
fora model farm than any other brand inthe 
market. The Major undertook to carry the 
swarms and hives to Healdsbury, and staid in 
the express car himself to see that they were 
not injured. Shortly after leaving Petaluma 
the train swung violently around a curve, 
and the box containing one swarm fell 
off the trunk and was broken open, and the 
Royal Italian Hybrids, being loose, proceeded to 
get excited. Theexpress messenger was making 
out his way bill when the accident happened, 
and the Major was deep in a profound treatise 
entitled ““The Apiarian’s Praxis,” and neither 
noticed; but in about 30 seconds the bees woke 
up to the fact that they had a half holiday, and 
proceeded to enjoy it. The Major shot out the 
front door and climbed on the tender at the risk 
of his life, and the express messenger made up 
bis mind tbat it would be pleasanter to drop his 
iiterary pursuits for a few minutes and get on 
the platform and slam the door, and when the 
train arrived at Santa Rosa there was more 
trouble, for the station agent jumped at once 
into the express car through the side door to 
help handle the freight, and the Royal Italian 
Hybrids thought he meant fight and went for 
him, and some of them got after the engineer 
and fireman, and there was a general war dance 
of railway employes all over the platform. It 
took half an hour to ventilate the car, and the 
Major came in for a large share of some strong 
English which was being handed around, and by 
the time he arrived at Healdsbury felt himself 
to be the most unpopular man in the county. 

Spring found the farm full of happiness, seeds, 
and young poultry. The incubator didn’t work 
at first, the Major inserted 400 eggs in the trays 
and started the lamp but forgot to watch it, and 
next morning found his chances for a brood ma- 
terially reduced, although he had hard boiled 
eggs enough on hand to starta picnic. On the 
second time the lamp went out and the eggs 
were stone cold for three days before the Major 
discovered it, and the result was thatthe eggs 
were worthless except perhaps as a means of 
expressing popular disapproval at a Democratic 
meeting. The third time proved a success, and 
the Major found he had 230 chickens on hand. 
He put them under a coop with a motherly and 
careful old hen, intending she should feed them, 
but the motherly old hen ate up the cornmeal 
herself and utterly refused to feed the orphans, 


or haveanything to do with them, and the coop: 


\ooked like a morgue before next morning. Be- 
tides, the other hens were all engaged in trying to 
patch out broken brick and crockery, with which 
the Major had loaded their nests, an] wouldn't. 
\ay or do anything else reputable for weeks. So 


the Major put the incubator in the loft and said.

he’d be blamed if he would try to assist nature 
any more—it was too complicated. 

The Major made a specialty of melons. Melon 
culture, he said, was a.science generally neg- 
lected on the coast, and he thought there should 
be at least one farm where melons should have 
a fair swing, and not be utilized merely to fill 
up stray patches of cornfield. What the Major 
proposed to do was to set out three acres in 
melon hills and plant all the varieties together— 
watermelons, musk, cantaloupes. and nutmeg 
melons. A neighboring farmer, who raised a 
few melons for family use, suggested that the 
Major plant pumpkins and squashes also, and the 
Major did. The vines grew luxuriantly and in- 
terlocked tendrils and spread over every inch of 
the soil, and blossomed, and then the Royal 
Italian Hybrids huzzed from one flower to 
another and mixed the pollen nicely, although 
the Major didn’t know it, and the fruit swelled 
and ripened, and all went well until the Major 
invited some friends up from the city and went 
out to cut a melon, and found that every vine 
bore the same kind, such as it was—a meion that 
tasted neither likea melon, nor a squash, nor 
yet a pumpkin, but a combination of the three, 
and not a very good combination*at that. 
He tried to get some lettuce, but a 
gopher had tunneled the bed and nipped 
every pliant at the roots that morning and they 
were alldead. Then he bethought him of the 
patent hives and told his friends there was noth- 
ing nicer than home-made honey, and if they 
would come out he’d show them how to get it, 
Trey went. The directions which came with 
the bives said that all one had to do to get honey 
was to open the top and lift out one glass com- 
partment. The Major read this and his friends 
stood around to admire the process. To open 
the hive wrs ridiculously easy, and the Major 
was getting along nicely, but one of the South- 
down rams saw him stooping down and con- 
strued it into an offer of war, charged, and but- 
ted both the Major and the hive clear over the 
bench. Then the Royal Hybrids seemed to mis- 
understand matters and took a hand themselves, 
and even the ram got a dose, and affairs were 
exceedingly active and complicated fora few 
minutes, and honey was omitted from the sub- 
sequent luncheon by unanimous request. 

The Major was a little disheartened by this in- 
gratitude of his live stock, but brightened up 
andsaid that perhaps he had been trying too 
many enterprises at once, and that after this he 
was going to devote himself to the mule business 
and let the bees take care of themselves. Inthe 
Fall ofeach year, he said, he could naturally 
count on his mule herd being doubled, and after 
a few years the increase alone would more than 
pay the expenses of the farm. This was five 
yearsago. Since then we heard nothing of the 
model farm until yesterday, when we got the 
Major’s invitation to visit it. We are going 
this evening, and the Major is evidently going to 
treat us hospitably, for he has two baskets full 
of eggs, fresh veretables, honey, mutton chops, 
and fruit, and has ordered a gallon of milk to be 
sent up every morning from Petaluma.

ANTI-SEPARATISTS. 


AN ORGANIZATION OF IRISH-AMERICANS 
OPPOSED TO SEPARATION. 

Fx-Alderman John C. O’Connor, Jr., is 
at the head of a movement among the Irish- 
Americans of this city which may develop into 
an organization of some considerable propor- 
tions. Informal meetings have already been 
held, and a public meeting will probably be held 
inasbort time. The object of the meeting will 
be to protest against any scheme for the future of 
Ireland which calls for a separation from the 
Kingdom of Great Britain. The gentiemen who 


are interested in this movemeht are also opposed 
to the Gladstone plan for home rule, but just 
what plan they desire to see carried out 
they are not yet agreed upon. Mr. O’Connor 
denies most emphatically that the movement is 
one in which religion plays a part, either im- 
portant or unimportant, and says that Ulster or 
the projects of the Protestants of that province 
were not mentioned. 

* Our plan,” he said, ** 1s to effect an organiza- 
tion of the Irish loyalists of the country of all 
factions who are opposed to the views of the 
separatists. We want to see perfected some 
plan which will give to lreland such a system of 
government as shall best aid her political pros- 
perity, but above all we want some plan which 
shall aid the island and its peopie materially. 
Giadstone’s plan does not, in our opinion, prom- 
ise what is best for the Irish people. ome 
rule we, of course, want, but we 
want home rule without a divorce from 
the mother country. That would, in 
our opinion, be the very worst thing that could 
possibly happen. My own theory in relation to 
the matter is that home rule could best be ac- 
complished by the establishment of four provin- 
cial councils, one in each of the four provinces, 
representation in the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom to be continued as at present. I don't 
believe in a separate Parliament for Ireland, and 
a month ago I found many of the best and most 
progressive peopie in Ireland wno took exactly 
this ground. 

** Now the separatist have a far-reaching and 
numerous organization, and this has led people 
on the other side to believe they voice the senti- 
ments of all Irish-Americans. Thisis far from 
being the truth. Our object issimply to effect 
an equally compact organization of those who 
believe that Ireland's future will be best served 
by remaining in the union of the British king- 
dom. To give force to our opinions organiza- 
tion is mecessary, and we believe that 
there are enough anti-separalists here to 
make ‘a formidable organization. We want 
to unite in the proposed Loyal Union 
all who wish prosperity and peace for Ireland. 
We don't care whether they are Catholics or 
Protestants so long as they are opposed to sep- 
aration, and our policy is to have the line be- 
tween the separatists and anti-separatists dis- 
tinctly drawn, so that we can count noses, so to 
speak, and let our friends on the other side of 
the water know exactly how we stand over here. 
No plans have been formulated yet, but they 
probably will be within a couple of weeks, when 
the public meeting will be held and an organiza- 
tion effected.” 

Itis alleged that the Orangemen of the city 
are secretly organizing in common with others 
throughout the country to give financial and 
morai support to the Protestants of the prov- 
ince of Ulster, in case they should need assist- 
ance in the semi-religious quarre! with the dom- 
inant party in that and other provinces. As this 
organization is a secret one. nothing of their 
plans or projects could be ascertained. 





SHOT IN THE HEAD, 


HOW CHARLES O’NEILL CAME TO BE DAN- 
GEROUSLY HURT. 

Charles O’Neill, aged 17 years, shot him- 
self yesterday afternoon while handling a pistol 
in the barroom of Hall’s Hotel, on Chatham- 
street. He had been the cashier of the barroom 
for some time up to about two weeks ago, when 
he left for other employment. He called 
at the hotel yesterday to see his friend, 
Thomas J. Carroll, who is the barkeeper. 
Carroll says that after talking a few moments 


he took two revolvers out of a drawer and laid 
them on the bar in order to show them to 
O'Neill. The latter took one of them in his 
hand to examine it and asked for some soda 
water. Carroll had hardly turned his back 
when he heard an explosion, and turning around 
saw his friend reel and fall to the floor. He 
leaped over the bar and saw the blood pouring 
from a nole over O’Neill’s right eye. A police- 
man was summoned and an ambulance call 
sent out, but it was more than half an hour be- 
fore the ambulance surgeon arrived from Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital. In the meantime O'Neill 
lay upon the floor unable to speak, while Car- 
roll knelt keside him trying to stanch the flow 
of biood. O'’Neiil was taken to Chambers-Street 
Hospital. The bullet, which is of 32-calibre, had 
lodged in the brain, and his chance of life is con- 
sidered small. Carroll was taken to the Eliza- 
beth-street police station and held to await the 
action of the Corener.

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THE STEAMSHIP SUBSIDY 


AN OUTRAGEOUS GRAB AT THE 
TREASURY FUNDS. 

THE HOUSE TO BE ASKED TO-MORROW TG 
REJECT THE BILL AS PASSED BY THE 
SENATE—MR. ARTHUR’S CONDITION. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—By gross careless- 
ness, or worse, in the Forty-eighth Congress, 
the Democrats permitted Postmaster-Gene:al 

Vilas to be saddled with a discretionary and em- 

barrassing statute appropriating $400,000 to be 

used in the foreign mail service to pay American 
vessels. Exercising his discretion under the law, 
the Postmaster-General declined to divide the 
money among the steamship lines as they chose 
to indicate it should be divided, and he carried 
on the service in the best way he could, in spite 
of the obstacles thrown in his way by the men dis- 
appointed in not getting the gratuity they had 
schemea for. The steamship companies gave up 
the Aight on Postmaster-General Vilas, but they 
have, by the friendly interposition of the Sen- 
ate, recently arranged an assault upon the 

Treasury which contemplates the securing of a 

larger “swag” than they expected to ob- 

tain last year. Mr. Blount, of the House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices, prepared an appropriation 
bill carrying an #mount which the Postmaster- 

General estimated to be sufficient for the needs 

of the service from July, 1886, to July, 1887. To 

this bill, passed by the House without change, 
the Senate added a subsidy of $800,000 in such 
terms as to enable the American steamship com- 

panies to dictate absolutely that it shall be di- 

vided among them at the rate of 50 cents a mile 

for each mile traveled while carrying the mails. 

The Government is now having the mails car- 

ried by companies which made arrangements 


with the department under the laws, and sdould 
the subsidy clause be adopted it would not se- 
cure greater speed, frequency, or security. The 
House committee has voted to reject the amend- 
ment, and on Tuesday the House will be ap- 
pealed to to support the committee in 
its action. The chances tor the pas- 
sage of the subsidy if the Democrats 
were as firmly opposed to subsidies as the Re- 
publicans are in favor of them would be small. 
As it is, the margin ot opposition is so slightly 
wider than the circle of support of the job that 
itis not safe to make a prediction. The Demo- 
crats hada majority of 73 in the Forty-eighth 
Congress. On Feb.., 13, 1885, when the subsidy 
clause of that session was first voted on it was 
beaten on a motion to reject by a vote of 131 to 
112. Of the members then in the House, 75 Dem- 
ocrats and 7 Republicans who voted to reject 
the subsidy have been returned and will havea 
chance to vote again on a proposition bolder 
and more grasping, a subsidy clean-cut and un- 
disguisable. It will be a most interesting study 
to compare the vote of 1885 with that of 1886.

After the first defeat of the 1885 subsidy in the 
House, and after the Senate had refused to ac- 
cede to the action of the House in striking it 


out, there were stormy debates in the House, in 
which Mr. Horr, of Michigan, and Mr. 
Dorsheimer, of New-York, were perhaps the 
most effective champions of the subsidy Clause, 
It came to another vote on March 8, when it was 
again beaten by a vote of 128 to 182, the motion 
being one made by Mr. Horr to recede from op- 
position to the Senate’s demand that the sub- 
sidy be allowed. Later in the same day, when 
the attendance was small, the subsidy was again 
voted upon, and this time, through the neglect 
of members to attend to their business, it was 
carried by a vote of 98 to 89. There were few 
changes during the course of the fight. Mr. Aiken, 
of South Carolina, and Mr. Wilkins, of Ohio, were 
the only Democrats who, having once voted 
against the subsidy, changed front and voted 
for it. They are both in the present House. Mr. J. 
J. O'Neill, of Missouri,and Mr. J, W. Reid, of 
North Carolina, who at first voted for it changed 
to opponents of the job. One Republican, W. 
W. Brown, of Pennsylvania, at first voted in the 
opposition, but afterward agen the ranks of 
the subsidy men. He is also in the pres- 
ent House. Messrs. Bayne, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Cannon, of Illinois; Guenther, of Wiscon- 
sin; McComas, of Maryland, and Peters, of 
Kansas, voted steadily against the Senate’s sub- 
sidy clause from the first. But Mr. Peters, now 
on the Post Office Committee, voted on Friday 
last in favor of the larger subsidy now asked 
for, and cannot be counted upon to maintain 
his record of 1885. The Democrats who were 
members ot the Forty-eighth Congress, and 
yoted against the subsidy, and who are members 
of the orty-ninth Congress are as follows:

While there is a large body of Democrats, 
members of the Forty-eizhth Congress, and now 
members of the Forty-ninth, who can be de- 
pended upop to vote to support the action of 
the Post Office Com mittee, there are a few new 


men recorded in favor of subsidies, and who 
may tallin with the new scbeme to aid the 
steamship companies. Mr. Wilkins, of Ohio, 
who voted for the subsidy, on the vote taken in 
the last hour of a crowded closing session, said 
that he had voted in that way to secure the op- 
portunity for moving a reconsideration. So he 
cannot be set down as naturally disposéd to 
stand by his unfortunate record on roll call. 
The vote that tested the weak men was that 
on Mr. Horr’s motion to recede from the con- 
ference committee's refusal to yieid the 
Senate’s demand. The arguments of Mr. 
Dorsheimer in favor of the subsidy were ad- 
mitted to have great weight in securing Demo- 
cratic votes. As the spokesman of New-York 
he was rexarded as voicing the desires of a city 
possessing a great interest in postal affair. Mr. 
Hewitt’s advocacy of the subsidy, too, went far 
toward strengthening the steamship companies. 
Mr. Hewitt is now outspoken in opposition to 
the subsidy, as it appears to him to bear no ap- 
pearance of a plan to compensate for actual or 
necessary services. There are just 21 Demo- 
crats pow in the House whoat the critical 
moment voted to yield to the Benate, inspired 
at that time with precisely the gift-giving 
spirit that it has more recently manifested.

Senator Plumb delivered @ speech on the Post 
Office Appropriation bill on May 4 in which he 
advocated the foreign mail’subsidy. He justi- 
fied the proposition to pay 50 cents a mile re- 


gardiess of the amount of mail matter carried 
on several grounds, one of which was that the 
lowest railroad rate of payment is $42 50 the 
mile. The railroad rates are high, and those 
who have made it their business to look into the 
matter are convinced that the question of rail- 
road compensation for carrying the mails must 
be readjusted from top to bottom ina very few 
ears. The Post Office Department is still jlabor- 
ng under the load of some rich legacies of rail- 
road contracts left by Star Route Brady and to 
paying extraordinary prices for compartment 
cars. When these contracts expire it is proba- 
ble that the average rate of cost for 
railroad transportation will be reduced, 
and in other ways an  0outrageous tax 
must be cut down. But the fact that 
railroads have been able to get extortionate 
rates is no good reason for showering money 
upon steamship lines that will not give service 
unless twice or thrice paid forit. Mr. Plumb 
evidentiy has not read Postmaster-General 
Vilas’s annual report, for he told the Senate 
that the foreign mail service yields the United 
States each year a large sum of money beyond 
the cost of the service. Very loosely and per- 
haps maliciously he declared the net results 
during the Jast year to have been overa million 
anda half of dollars. He concluded that was 
the case because only $375,000 were appropriated 
tor the service, while the receipts were $2,073,- 
“But whatever the sum may be,” 
he glibly added, “there is nO one who 
has addressed himself to the question but 
says there is a profit.” Postmaster-General 
Vilas bad ‘* addressed himself to the question,” 
and on pages 18 to 21lof his annual report dis. 
cusses it carefully. He 1s not certain that there ig 
any netrevenue. He goes ito calcuiations of 
cost that evidently did not occur to the subsidy 
Senator. The receipts of all kinds in the year 
on account of foreign mail service were $2,287, - 
169 18. The expenses, consisting of sea convey- 
ance, intermediary service, the United States 
share of international bureaus, postal agencies, 
and the cost of transporting foreign matter in- 
land, imposed by the Postal Union upon this 
country, amounted to $2,401,181 50. Instead of a 
net surplus of a million and a half it looks ag 
though there was a deficit.

Internal Revenue Commissioner Joseph S, Mil- 
ler has been in office more than a year, and while 
he has not setup any loud claim to be consid- 
ered as acivil service reformer, his conduct in 


office has been that of a manevidently disposed 
to respect thelaw. He has not made a removal 
in the classified service except for imperative 
cause, and he has never made a dismissal outside 
of the classified service except in the early days 
ot his administration, when he yielded to the 
blandishments of “Gene” Higgins and dis- 
missed a number of messengers and laborers, to 
the great detriment of that branch of the service. 
If he had that work to do over again he prob- 
ably would not make the same mistake. He nas 
seven heads of divisionsand several other plaves 
at $1,800 and $2,000 at his disposal, but the old 
men are all in their places with the exception of 
two heads of divisions, one of whom resigned 
voluntarily and the other resigned rather than 
face an impending investigation which could 
have had but one outcome—the chief’s dis- 
missal. He has 20 revenue agents, whose ap- 
pointments are made exclusively by him. He 
has made no removals. The few changes made 
have resulted from natural causes. Commis- 
sioner Miller, like all men in and out of office, 
has his limitations, but without reference to his 
beliefs about the theory, bis administration, with 
the exceptions noted, appears to challenge the 
approval of all persons who believe that a well 
regulated civil service is better than a spoiis 
service in which the employment of workers is 
the first thing sought, and efficiency a matter 
considered of secondary importance. The 
changes made throughout the country in the In- 
ternal Revenue Service are entirely outside of 
his jurisdiction. Whatever his reason may be 
for resisting that pressure, it is not assuming too 
much to say that he probably seesthat the suc- 
cess of his administration depends largely upon 
the retention of expert subordinates, and that 
by the conservitive course he has pursued he has 
honestly regarded the principle which has guid- 
ed the President.

THE STORY OF MISS HAMILTON’S SECRET 
MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

TowAnDA, Penn., May 16.—In the Spring 
of 1882 William Hamilton, a farmer living in the 
northern oil field, was induced to invest $3,000 in 
oil land in the then booming Cherry Grove dis- 
trict in Warren County. His investment was a 
remunerative one, for in a few days he disposed 
of his interest in the land for $13,000. 
This was Hamilton's first transaction in 
the petroleum business, and the mak- 
ing in less than a week a sum which he 


could scarcely have hoped to accumulate in a 
lifetime on his farm turned his bead, and he 
invested all the money he had, and mortgaged 
his farm to obtain more, in pipe line certificates. 
He was caught, with hun reds of others like 
bim, in the great fall of petroleum values in the 
Summer of 1882, caused by the sudden failure of 
the great spouting welis in the Cherry Grove 
field, and ruined. His farm was sold from him, 
and in less than three months he died, a physical 
and moral wreck, having become a heavy 
drinker. He was a widower, with one child, a 
handsome girl 20 years old. She was left penni- 
less and almost friendless by her father’s death. 

Henry Gage, a well-to-do farmer, was a neigh- 
bor of Hamilton's, and years ago they became bit- 
ter enemies over some land dispute. A year before 
Hamilton died Gage’s son Lyman,a good-look- 
ing but shiftiess young man, began paying at- 
tention to Hamilton’s daughter Mary. She en- 
couraged him, but both her father and young 
Gage’s father opposed the attachment. After 
Hamilton’s death, and for some time before it, 
his daughter supported herself as a seamstress. 
Shortly after Hamilton died Lyman Gage quar- 
reled with his father and disappeared. For some 
time Miss Hamilton received letters from him 
from different places in the West, but they finally 
ceased. In May, 1883, Farmer Gage received a 
letter, sizned by George Gray and dated Chi- 
cago, notifying him that his son Lyman had 
been drowned in Luke Michigan wd the capsizing 
of a boat in which he was out fishing and that 
his body had not been recovered. Gage went to 
Chicago, but could find out nothing further in 
relation to his son’salleged death. e returned 
home, however, satisfied that the young man 
was dead. He was astonished, on arriving home, 
to learn that Miss Hamilton claimed to be his 
son’s widow, and she produced unquestionable 
proofs that they had been married in July, 1882, 
This fact being established, her father-in-law at 
once provided her with a home and contributed 
to her support. 

A young man named Bidlow Utter, a well 
contractor and driller, formed the acquaintance 
of the young widow soon afterward, and they 
became engaged. Their wedding Gay was set for 
last Coristmas, and preparations were made for 
a grand marriage. The Sunday before Christ- 
mas & great sensation was made in the commu- 
pity by the appearance of Lyman Gage, the sup- 
posed dead husband of Mary Hamilton. He re- 
fused to give any explanation in regard to 
his alleged death. lhe said he _ had 
come back to take his wife to Chicago with him. 
She refused to receive or recognize him, in 
which refusal she was heartily suvported by her 
father-in-law, Gage. souue Gage remained at 
his father’s for a week, when he again disap- 
peared. Tne Utter-Gage wedding was necessa- 
rily indefinitely postponed. At Farmer Gage’s 
suggestion his duughter-in-law began proceed- 
ings against her husband’ tor a divorce. This 
was granted to her last week, and in the even- 
ing of the day the decree was made she was 
quietly married to Mr. Utter, 


OHIO’'S DEPLETED SENATE, 








THE LEGALITY OF ITS ACTS NOT TO BE 
DOUBTED. 


CotumBus, Ohio, May 16.—There has 
been considerable speculation as to whether the 
Auditor of the State would issue vouchers for 
accounts, based upon thejfaction of the Senate 
since the ousting of the four Hamilton County 
members. Ex-Congressman Converse, one of 
the bondsmen of the State Auditor, last 
week advised that officer to proceed with 
the business of his department without 
taking notice of the Senatorial fight, but to 


confer witu the Governor in regard to getting a 
case before the Supreme Court to test the valid- 
ity of the action of the Senate. Mr. Converse 
bolds that the Auditor has no right to question 
the validity of a law. In regard to the entire 
legality of the laws enacted vy the Senate as 
pow constituted Mr. Converse claims there 
can be no, doubt as to the validity of the 
act seating the Republican candidates from 
Hamilton County. There is nothing to show 
that less than a quorum was present at the time 
when Mr. Pavey’s resolution was adopted, and 
no little technicality can stand in the way of 
such an important action. The vute was unani- 
mous, and it will stand legally as the un- 
divided action of the Ohio Senate until the 
end of time. Mr. Converse further says that 
no well intormed lawyer—one that up 
in the points of constitutional law—will give a 
different opinion. He severely condemns the ac. 
tion of the seceding members, and did not be- 
lieve that they would have deserted bad not bad 
advice been given by some one high up in the 
councils of the party. When the members re- 
turn they should at once make known who ad- 
vised them to vacate their seats. It was due to 
the party that this should be known.

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RELICS FROM OLD VIRGINIA. 


ANCIENT DOCUMENTS PICKED UP DURING 


THE WAR FOR THE UNION. 

Lockport, N.Y., May 16.—Oscar F. Rich- 
ards, of Akron, Erie County, N. Y., was a mem- 
ber of the One Hundreth Regiment New- 
York Volunteers, and lostan eye bya musket: 
ball at the battle of Fair Oaks, for which he was 
discharged. He has left with the TIMES’S cor- 
respondent two venerable and interesting relics 
of atime when the principal battleground of 
the South was indeed Ola Virginia. They came 
to him in much the same way that hundreds of 
such documents were picked up as waifs and 
estrays during the war. Destruction of public 
property, authorized and unauthorized, is a cer- 
tain accompaniment of civil war, and the rec- 
ords of many a county at the South were made 
useful in kindling a fire beneath the Union sol- 
dier’s coffee kettle. When the long and dark chap- 
ter of needless and wanton destruction of private 
and public property during the great conflict 
shall be faithfully written, it will appear that 
neither side can properly claim any virtue over 
the other in this respect. Merely toshow how 
lightly such excesses were regarded in the 
absence of the severest discipline, i may men- 
tion two jnstances in my own experience, which 
will strike the average non-military reader as 


curious, to say the least. At the first bivouac 
out of Alexandria, La., on the Red River retreat, 
Isaw a hogshead fuilof calf-bound law books 
opened, and its contents distributed to light the 
soldiers’ fires. Ata certain division headquar- 
ters in the Shenandoah, in April, 1865, I saw a 
dozen autograph letters of Martha Washineton, 
dated 1796-7, scattered about the ground, to be 
picked up and preserved by whoever cared for 
such relics. This digression is merely intended 
to expiain why the history of the wanderings of 
the two interesting documents before me can- 
not be furnished. Such mementoes found their 
way to every camp of our armies,and were apt 
to be little prized then; but now they never fail 
to excite both interest and curiosity. 

These papers are writs issued out of the 
County Court to the Sheriff of Prince George 
County, wbich county embraces a part of the 
present city of Petersburg. Each is about the 
size of a half page of cap paper, about half 
written and half printed torm; the ink is black, 
and as legible asif written yesterday. The date 
of tbe oider of the two will justify me in tran- 
scribing it verbatim.

The Sheriff’s return, written on the back of 
the writ. shows that the unfortunate lady was 
arrested and held to satisfy the same; but 
whether the unchivalrous Thomas Hyam ever 
obtained nis money and tobacco from her does 
not appear. : 

The other writ is an execution against the 
property of one Thomas Lovesey, Jr., to the 
Sheriff of the same county, on which he returns 
that he has “Jeviea ona pewter spoon.” The 
date is Mey 6, 1774. Both of these relics are in 
excellent preservation. Except some fractures 
in the creases of the stiff paper where foided, 
they may be said to be “as good as new.” 

A brief reference to a few contemporary 


_ events will make us better understand the great 


age of a document which is dated in March, 
1745. Benjamin Franklin was then less than 40 
years old. George Washington was a boy of 13, 
meditating nothing more important than the 
destruction of cheery trees. The battle of 
Culloden, which assured the title of * George 
Il. by the grace of God, &c.,” to the throne, 
and which for ever crushed the hopes of the 
house of Stuart, was not fought untila year 
later. Andthe great Napoleon did not see the 
light until! 24 years after. The Declaration of 
Independence came 81 years after, and we read 
that tne document has become well nigh 
illegible; but here is this writ from Prince 
George’s County, 140 years old, carrying us far 
back into the 
*— Good old colony times, 
When we were under the King,” 

and as plainly to be read, both print and writing, 
as the types that place it before the reader.

IT's INSTITUTIONS, 


fn his sermon yesterday morning in 
#lymouth Church the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
touched upon national topics and the capability 
of American institutions to receive and assimi- 


Jate the vast number of immigrants coming to 
thecountry. He began by tracing the growth 
of the Pilgrim and Puritan idea of State build- 


ing and the work it has accomplished. America, 
he said, was the champion natiop of the world. 
From a foreign standpoint it was looked upon 
rs a wonderful nation for its bravery in 


a five years’ war, for itsenergy in paying off a 
vast debt, and for the freedom of its institutions. 


The Pilgrim had brougbt over the unborn babe 
ot freedom and saved it from the red dragon of 
oppression. ‘* Gladstone has found out what 
the Puritans knew,” said Mr. Beecher. ‘* He has 
been stirred up by Parnell, the half Yankee and 
half Irish statesman, who received his ideas from 


his ancestors, Whether the fools will let Glad- 
stone carry out these ideas is not certain, but 


when Great Britain has taken up the form of 
popular government it will be accomplished, 
once for all, and Gladstone will get the credit.”’ 

All classes are pouripg into our country. ti 
speaker said, and the tide is increasing. Over 
8,000,000, it is estimated, were born abroad, out 
of the 60,000,000 people in this country. The 
question is, whether the Nation is prepared to 
take in the vast increment from the Old World. 
New-York is the delta of the world. The delta 
of the Mississippi is filled with the various 
species of mud from the Ohio, the Missouri, and 
the Mississippi, but the delta of even the Nile 
sinks into insignificance in comparison to the 


delta of mud inNew-York. With mud there is 


always malaria, but when it is plowed under ana 


cultivated mud makes the best soil. In the low 
classes coming into the country are demagogues 
and dupes of Europe. Here they are not re- 
strained, and they can think as they please. 
“We must not be disheartened or discour- 
aged,” continued Mr. Beeecher. “If we bave 
faith and patience and belief in our institutions 
all will be right. Their impulse may be against 
the social order, but in their children, or per- 
haps their children’s children, they will make an 
orderly population. I do not shut down the 





ates. Let them come. Let the Anarchist come. 

t the Socialist come. Let the Communist 
come. Let the craziest of theorists come. We 
can eat them, and then digest them into Ameri- 
can citizens. Weare in no special danger from 
them. Our institutions and experience and 
strength are sufficient to withstand them. The 
history of the past teaches us there need be 
no fear of great danger. Not but that we 
shall have trouble; but we have had 
plenty of trouble, and expect it, and are ready 
for it. The Anarchists say everything must be 
Smashed, and all the rubbish of the organiza- 
tion of the past must be destroyed. There is a 
sort of grim humor in this, They are like car- 
rion crows seated on dead limbs of the tree of 
observation, and think that no beast is good but 
the dead beast. But do you suppose this fanat- 
ical fit is going to Jast? Do you think it.is go- 
ing to make progress against our established in- 
stitutions? Out of the slums of oppression 
come these poly wogs of Anarchy and Socialism, 
and lift up their heads, and, as an owl or bat 
coming to the door, exclaim: * Why, it is day- 
light!’ Ithas been daylight tothe rest of the 
world for a iong time. 

* These miscreants come to our shore and pro- 
pose to recast our institutions, our political 
economy, our industry, and our schools, and 
they want to teach us how to govern. Butthere 
is no nation on the globe that can teach us how 
to build a commonwealth, I say the Anarch- 
ists come forth from the mud and slime of 
despotism, but I speak in general terms. They 
are men yet, though misdirected men, born 
under despotism, undera throne. Our institu- 
tions and sentiment can cure them. I say we 
are able to take care of them. Our religion and 
thought and institutions are adequate to change 
everything, but give us time.” 

Mr. Beecher believed the lower classes should 
be shown the full power of the law, huwever, 
and that the bench should bea judgment seat 
to them. He called. attention to the man- 
ner in which the better class of immigrants, the 
Swedes and the Norwegians, were settling in the 
Northwest, their children attending American 
schools and inhaling American ideas, In a short 
time they would never know they had been born 
of foreign parents. It was only in the manu- 
facturing cities and among the mines that the 
aangerous classes congregated. The speaker 
called attention to what was being done to edu- 
tate the colored people in the South, and said 
that the Southern whites were beginning to 
feel that their safety depended in educating the 
negroes and were voting supplies for these 
schools. ““What are you going to do with 
the Chinese?” said Mr. Beecher. “Two or 
three hundred thousand Chinese among 60,000,000 
people have created a great scare. If we can't 
take care of these at home, surrounded with our 
own institutions, what can weexpect todo at 
converting the vast Chinese Empire? Can we 
do it by sending one or two starveling missiona- 
ries there? If wecan’t teach them here, I say 
buro your Bibles, call back your missionaries; 
you can’t teach Chinese civilization anything. 
But we are converting them in our country, by 
church influences here in Brooklyn,in New- 
York, even in San Francisco, where religious 
ideas are contrasted with those of the Sand Lots 
orator. Wesay tothe Chinese Empire, in spite 
of Congress and the devil, let them come. 

** But there is one other class,” said Mr. Beech- 
er, in conclusion, ** that, perhaps, deserves more 
than any other our sympathy and help, and that 
is the North American Indian. There are many 
qualities in the [Indian well worthy of cultiva- 
tion, and it should not be forgotten that they, if 
any, havetheright to the name of American citi- 
zen, for they were firstin the land.” 

A collection for the Ladies’ National Indian 
Association was taken up at the close of the ser- 
mon, Mr. Beecher stating that he had promised 
the ladies $500 from his church, which had al- 
ways been patriotic.

THE RIGHTS OF LABORERS. 
THE REV. HEBER NEWTON ADVISES EM- 
*" PLOYERS REGARDING THEM, 

The Rev. R. Heber Newton preached the 
first of a series of sermons on the labor question 
yesterday. ‘ Labor’s View of the Situation” was 
his topic,and hespoke with more than usual 
earnestness. ‘“‘The events of the past few 
weeks,” he said, “have opened the eyes of the 
most optimistic American to the reality of the 
great danger concerning which many a warning 
has been given in vain. Even the sanguine be- 
lievers in manifest destiny realize at last that an 
industrial rebellion is upon us, out of which may 
pasily come social anarchy, and a sorer crisis for 
our Republic than that through which we so 
lately passed. There isample time for a peace- 
fui adjustment of this threatening conflict, but 
if we are to have peace there is urgent need of 
dispassionate thought and calm counsel between 
the contending sides. The danger in such a sit- 


uation 1s that interest will blind the judgment 
and passion inflame the will, and that on both 
sides men will act under hot impulse rather than 
under the cool guidance of reason and con- 
sence. 

“ You who are employers of labor cannot but 
come under the natural bias of your position. 
You would be superbuman if your judgments 
were not colored by your interests; if your con- 
sciences were not clouded by your feelings. You 
see your views reflected in the feelings of your 
friends. You read them stated in the leaders of 
the papers. Everything tends to confirm you in 
your own conclusion, It is the same with our 
workingmen. They look at the matter from 
the standpvint of theemploye. Interest colors 
their judgment and teeling clouds their con- 
science. They heartheir own views reiterated 
in theirunion meetings,and argued with pas- 
sion in their labor journals. 

“You who are employers are very apt to jump 
to the conclusion that there is no real case for 
the other side. Wou are keenly aware of the ig- 
norance of economic laws displayed by labor to- 
day; of the dictatorial and despotic spirit that 
it manitests; of the unreasonable claims that it 
is urging; of the folly of much of its action. 
Precisely because of this clear vision of the real 
weaknesses of labor's ition you may be 
blinding yourselves to the back-lying strengtb 
of its position. I pity any man who is to-day a 
large employer of labor, and would not for his 
wealth exchange my modest income to be boot- 
ed with his cares and anxieties.”’ 

The preacher then spoke of the growing in- 
equalities between the conditions of the work- 
ingman and his employers, and the influence 
exerted here by the cheapened labor markets of 
other parts of the world. A condition of affairs 
has been reached when labor cries for help, and 
labor organizations are springing up to-day on 
every hand, developing tremendous power and 
provoking strong opposition from employers. 

“Ido not wonder,” he continued, “at this 
opposition, afterthe folly that bas been dis- 
played of late. It these organizations are to 
persist in some of their present methods the 
btrain will be unbearable for employers, I have 
no defense to put in for these methods, which 
I reprobate as heartily as can any man. ButI 
pray you. employers, not to let such excesses 
drive you intoany equally unreasonable atti- 
tude of opposition. Remember what employ- 
ers of labor owe to just such organizations in 
times past. In the Middle Ages manufacturers, 
tradesmen, and merchants were a servile 
class at the mercy rapacious and 
lawiess barons of the crags—social vult- 
ures who from their eyries on the hilis 
Bwooped down upon the farmers’ fields, levied 
tolls upon the passing traders, and ground the 
craftsmen of neighboring villages into the aust. 
Freedom and wealth and social position were 
won for the manufacturer and trader and mer- 
chant by the stout burghers of the towns band- 
ing together in unions, which te strength. It 
sd those craft and trade guilds of the olden 

me, whose relics remain in the great companies 
pf London, which formed the first industrial

cause labor has developed a power to enforce its 
demands for a larger share of profits. 

**Labor organizations have learned wisdom 
through’ experience. They began in England 
with as villainous methods as some of those 
now brought into use here, but they have been 
gradually correcting their mistakes, gaining 
sobriety and good judgement, and turning their 
organizations into institutions for the eauca- 


tion of their members, for their mutual assur- 
ance, and for political influence upon legisla- 
tion. English labor organizations spent in 
years upward of $19, .000 through relief funds, 
while but $1,369,455 was spent on strikes. 

“We may gee pe expect that labor or- 
ganizations here will educate themselves as they 
bave done in England in the practical methods 
of self help, The trades unions of skilled labor 
are even now conservative institutions, 
They? represent intelligence in __ intelli- 
gent action. You have all read lately 
the caim, wise words o r. Arthur 
chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
girweers. Power is safely lodgedin such bands, 
Unskilled labor, compxratively ignorant and 
distrusttul of its employers, will in time follow 
the guidance of skilled Jahbor, and this is always 
conservative. Such an association asthe Knights 
of Labor, which, because of its comprehensive 
character, seems to threaten so much danger 
presents the very safeguard which society needs. 

o far from standing aloof from the Knights of 
Labor, 1t seems to me that all employers of labor 
ought frankly to recognize this order as an in- 
valuable ally. Its principles are upon the whole 
excellent. The present head of the order 
may possibly lack the genius of a Napoleon, 
but bis judgment is, upon the whole, 
sound, and his spirit temperate, and be may turn 
outa Wellington, What could be more excel- 
Jent advice to our workingmen than that which 
he has given officially in the secret circular 
which lately came tolignt. Heis fighting within 
this national order the battle of society with the 
lawless elements which are threatening rebellion. 
That order has already prevented hundreds of 
strikes, and for its own preservation will 
tighten discipline so as to prevent local assem- 
blies from precipitating general contests, As it 
seents to me, employers cannot better help 
themselves, and society through them, than by 
lending encouragement to such leaders of the 
ranks of labor as are honestiy striving to turn 
the immense power of such an order in chan- 
nels where it will drive the wheels of reform, 
rather than let it pour forth in floods of anarchy 
and revolt over the fields of industry. 

“Labor organizations have come to stay. 
Upon the attitude of employers toward them 
depends Jargely their attitude toward empoly- 
ers,”’ continued the preacher,and he made an 
eloquent piea for the exercise of calm, dispas- 
sionate judgment. Conscientious concilliation 
be recognized as the need of thetimes. The 
black list and similar weapons and schemes of 
aggressive defiance he declared challenges that 
could bring no worthy result. * You can fight 
labor organizations if you will, my friends.” he 
said in a tone filled with feeling, *“*and perhaps 

ou can crush them—though I doubdtthat. But 
fave you seriously contemplated what*such a 
war means? If not, before you go further lI 
pray you in the name of humanity and the 
nameof God tosit down and study out the cam- 
paign upon which you are about to enter so 
lightly. The end of such acampaign may be 
the overthow of our Republic.” 

In conclusion Mr. Newton discussed schemes 
of industrial partnership, wherein a percentage 
of protitin his employer’s business is awarded 
the laborer above his mere hire. In such rela- 
tions, he urged, were to be found mutual bene- 
fits—it was no oppressive tax on Capital; it was 
no idle dream of theorists, but simply a common 
sense principle that insured harmony and as- 
sured property, promising long strides toward 
the happy day when the rule shall be * peace on 
earth, good-will to men.”’

THE LABOR TROUBLES, 
THE REV. T. DE WITT TALMAGE GIVES SOME 
ADVICE TO WOREKINGMEN, 

The Rev. T. De Witt Talmage delivered 
the first of a series of sermons on “ The Labor 
Question” at the Brooklyn Tabernacle yeaster- 
day morning. The large congregation present 
were at times very enthusiastic and repeatedly 
applauded the speaker. Dr. Talmage took for 
his text Genesis, i1., 2: ‘‘And the earth was 
without form and void.” He declared that be- 
fore God began the work of the creation the 
earth was “a huge chunk of mud and dirt and 
shells” floating in darkness and confusion. It 
was chaos and remained such until God pro- 
auced order, which was the foundation of life. 
The labor troubles witb their decided tendency 
toward anarchy meant a return to chaos and 
the destruction of progress and all that made 
life vaiuable. He had three bits of advice for 
the laboring classes. To those who had work 
now his counsel was: Keep it despite all labor 
organizations and even despite your own dis- 
content withit. itis folly for a man to jump 
from an Atlantic steamer in midocean because 
he objected to the fare set before him. To those 
who had left their work in consequence of a 
strike his advice was: Get back to work at once; 
the train of national prosperity will soon be 
moving again, and it isa good thing to have 
your seat secured, His counsel to those out of 
work from want of a place was: Fill the vacan- 
cies made by the _ strikers; don’t be 
afraid of intimidation. He thought that 
within six months the relations between 
capital and labor would be more harmonious 
than ever before. The recent strikes had opened 
the eyes of both sides to how dependent each 
was on the other. Dr. Talmuge vehemently de- 
nounced all organizations which interfered with 
hberty of contract. If men wished to join the 
Knights of Labor or any other organization let 
them do so, he said, but they must not be al- 
lowed to interfere with the rights of others to 
work when and where, and for what wages they 
please. He himself belonged toa labor organ- 
ization—the ministerial association—but it had 
no right to command him to leave his pulpitin 
order that the grievances of a brother minister 
in Texas might be settled, Dr. Talmage declared 
himself as strongly in favor of co-operative prin- 
ciple as applied to the establishment of factories. 
It should be widely adopted in this country, as 
it is no lunger in theexperimental stuge. It bas 
been a success in England and he considered it a 
broad road out of much ofthe present trouble. 

Dr. Talmage will continue the subject in his 
sermon next Sunday morning. 





EX-PRESINENT ARTHUR'S CONDITION. 
Ex-President Arthur’s condition has 
been steadily growing worse during the past 
week, but he has not relapsed so far as to have 
lost all the ground gained during his unexpected 
rally of about 10 daysago. Before that rally nis 
friends were fearful that any moment might 
bring the dreaded end, but his sudden improve- 
ment revived the hope which had almost fied 
during the weary days of watching at the sick 
man’s side. Someot the more enthusiastic of 
his friends believed that the turn for the 
better had come, but the steady de- 
cline since then has dampened this en- 
thusiasm, and there are few, ff any. who 
now believe that the ex-President will ever 
again leave his house alive. Sudden and .unex- 
pected rallies, followed by gradual but steady 
declines, are peculiarities of Mr. Arthur's disease, 
well known to physicians, and watched by them 
with grave fears. The danger is ever present 
that the poisoned blood of the patient will 
suffuse the brain, and when that happens the 
victim of Brigut’s disease feels the last of his 
sufferings. Mr. Arthur bears his confinement 
patientiy and bravely, and knowing, as he does, 
the hopelessness of his case, makes the labor of 
love of his attendants as light as possible by his 
gentleness and unvarying cheerfulness. 





SET ON FIRE BY A METEOR. 

The bark Vidette, which arrived with a 
cargo of sugar from Cienfuegos yesterday, was 
set on fire bya meteor at 1:30 o’clock on the 
mworning of May 5. The Vidette left Cienfuegos 
on April 22, She had good weather until May 
1, whea for three daysshe was knocked about 


by a heavy nothwest gale, which was accom- 
panied by violent squalls, thunder, lightning, 
and rain. On May 4 the weather moderated, 
and at 1:30 o’clock the next morning a meteor 
flashed like a rocket across the sky and struck 
the bark’s maintop. The vessel was brilliantly 
lighted up from stem to stern. The mast caught 
fire,and in less than ten seconds was in full 
biaze. The mates and two sailors ran up the 
rigging, and after a lively tussle for five or six 
minutes beat the fire out, The weather was fine 
and the sky nearly clear. The vessel was in 
latitude 32° 10’, longitude 77° 40’,

COMMISSIONERS TO ENTER ON THEIR DUTIES 
TO-DAY—SQUIRE’S OPPORTUNITY. 


Goy. Hill’s connivance with the aque- 
duct jobbers and schemers in signing the Aque- 
duct billis stilla fruitful topic uf talkamong 
the politicians. John O’Brien and Maurice B. 
Flynn, the head and front of the men who ex- 
pect to profit by the Governor’s action, are 
about the only ones who find a good word to 
describe the action of the Chief Executive of 
the State, excepting, of course, the Commission- 
ers appointed under the act and Judge William 
L. Muller, of Elmira, who is credited with being 
another party in interest. Judge Muller was at 
the Hoffman House on Saturday night 
and yesterday. A TIMES reporter who 
asked him: if he had anything to do with Mr. 
O’Brien iu a business way received the reply that 
he hadnot. Furthermore, Mr. Muller said that 
he had absolutely no connection with Mr. 
O’Brien, except politically, the Jatter being 
Chairman of the Democratic State Committee. 
““Itseems very strange to me,” continued the 
bright but crafty friend of the Governor, “ that 
such stories should be originated. I think the 
Governor was quite right in signing the bill. 
Mayor Grace a year ago wanted the Aqueduct 
Commission enlarged by the addition of the 
President of the Fire Department. He did not 
oppose the bill introduced and passed this year, 
and there were, to my mind very cogent reasons 
why Gov. Hillshould sign the bill. I think you 
will find the new Commissioners able and con- 
scientious officials.” 

Judge Muller’s reasoning will undoubtedly 
strike other bosom friends of the Governor as 
convincing, but the shrewder politicians, as well 
as business men generally, are shaking their 
heads and lamenting that Gov. Hill shouid have 
sold himself toa gang of unscrupulous contract- 
ors, bent on making money at almost any cost. 
They cannot understand why he should have ap- 
proved of a measure of the kind, especially as 
such strong and influential protests were made 
against it.. The Governor was reasoned with 
and requested not to sign the bill, but he chose 
to cast nis lot with Flynn, O’Brien and com- 
pany, instead of with the people. It is the opin- 
ion of the wisest leaders that he has killed him- 
self politically by his action. 

The new Commissioners appointed under the 
bill—Messrs. Oliver W. Barnes, E. L. Ridgeway, 
and Hamilton Fish, Jr.—have not yet qualified. 
They will visit the rooms of the Aqueduct 
Commission to-day and will meet the other 
members of the body. Mayor Grace and Con- 
troller Loew are now off the commission and 
will attend no more meetings. Commissioner R, 
Misplaced Squire, of the Department of Public 
Works, is now the only city official who is a 
member of the commission. It is safe to predict 
that he will make the most of his ag tanto 
Untrustworthy, unscrupulous, and hungry for 
money and power as he is, he will always natur- 
ally favor large appropriations for the work in 
charge of his friend Maurice Flynn and his 
friend’s friend, Joha B. O’Brien, of Rhinebeck. 


AN AMATEUR BURGLAR’S STORY. 

On Saturday William G. Adams, a clerk 
in the employ of Sweetser, Pembrook & Co., at 
No. 376 Broadway, disguised himself as a stoker 
and made a bold attempt to rob his employers’ 
safe, which contained about $4,000. He first at- 
tempted to chloroform the assistant cashier, 
Edward Hammond, and, failing in this, assault- 
ed him with a window weight, but the cries of 
the injured man brought help, and Adams was 
Janded in police custody. He wasarraigned yes- 
terday morning before Judge Patterson, in 
the Tombs Police Court, on a charge of 
robbery and violence.

A LESSON FROM JOSHUA’S VISION. 

The Rev. Samuel D. Alexander, of the 
Phillips Presbyterian Church, took as the text 
of his sermon yesterday morning the vision of 
Joshua just before the taking of Jericho. He 
said that the question asked by Joshua of the 
armed man, ‘Art thou forus or for our ad- 
versaries?” must be asked to-day ig another 
form, * Are we on the Lord’s side or on theside 


of his enemies?” The great sin of Christendom 
is indecision as to the question of the soul’s 
allegiance to God, and it is the decision of this 
Question which makes man a Christian or not 
a Christian. In connection with the reply 
of the visitant to Joshus’s second question, the 
preacher said that the place where the Lord re- 
veals himself is holy ground, and continued: 
“This suggeststhe query how far should we 
permit our churches to be used for secular pur- 
poses? Ihavea high regard for God’s house, 
and will not consent that it shall be put to pro- 
fane uses.”’ 

One of the thoughts deduced from the text 
by Mr. Alexander was the reverence due to 
God, especially when in his presence, and in 
this connection he said that one of the marked 
sins of the young people of this day is a want 
of that reverence. Even the children catch the 
spirit of theagein this respect, and Socialists 
and atheists are dragging God's honor down 
into the dust and ruining society. 








CORNERSTONE OF A NEW CHURCH. 

The cornerstone of the new St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic Church at Ashburton and St. Jo- 
seph’s avenues, Youkerswas laid yesterday morn- 
ing in the presence of a large congregation.

While the Twenty-second Regiment was in 
camp at Peekskill in that Summer, Private Ja- 
cob (alias James) Rosenheim, of Company E, 
made the acquaintance of Cora, whose father 
kept a store in that town, §Cora was but 15 
years old, but she entered into an arrangement 
witn Rosenheim to leave town on the aay the 
regiment left campand meet him at the Grand 
Central Railroad Station in this city. She kept 
her promise and took up quarters with Rogen- 
heim tor several days ata third-class hotel on 
Broadway. Meanwhile a viyorous search for 
her was instituted by her father. Several mem- 
bers of the Twenty-second Regiment were un- 
justiy suspected of being concerned in her abduc- 
tiop. The real culprit was discovered by means 
of aletter purporting to be from the girl and 
received by her family. It was placed in the 
hands of the police, who, by examination of the 
regimental roster, identified the handwriting as 
that of Rosenheim, About the time of the dis. 
covery Rosenheim became alarmed at the atten- 
tion the case was attracting, and caused a friend 
of hia to take the girl to the Grand Centra) 
Station and ship her to her parents. A warrant 
was issuea for Rosenheim’s arrest on the ground 
of abduction, but he fled to Kansas City. He 
was summarily expelled from the Twenty-sec- 
ond Regiment. In January, 1883, the following 
personal appeared in a New-York paper: “Cora, 
I have returned. Where are you? Write to 
Jim.” This caught the vigilant eye of the pa- 
ternal Lent, and the police were once more 
put on the lookout for Rosenheim. He was ar- 
rested witbout difficulty and taken to Peekskill, 
but escaped punishment on a technicality.
